Report  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  on  Senate  Bill  No.  11. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  on  Conference  on  Senate  bill  No. 
11,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  and  preservation 
of  game,  game  quadrupeds  and  game  birds,  and  song  and  insectivor- 
ous and  other  wild  birds,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  violation  of 
its  several  provisions,"  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:

An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  game, 
game  quadrupeds  and  game  birds,  and  song,  insectivorous  and  other 
wild  birds,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  violation  of  its  several 
provisions." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
time  during  which  game  of  this  Commonwealth  may  be  legally 
killed,  caught  or  trapped  shall  be  known  as  the  open  season,  and 
the  time  during  which  game  may  not  be  legally  killed,  caught  or 
trapped  shall  be  known  as  the  close  season  for  game  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  in  the  designation  of  seasons  and  other  periods 
under  this  act  and  under  all  other  laws  of  this  State  for  the  pro- 
tection of  game,  such  season  or  period  shall  include  the  first  day 
or  date  mentioned  in  the  designation,  but  shall  not  include  the  last 
date  mentioned. 

Section  2.  The  following  shall  be  considered  game  birds  in  this 
Commonwealth:  The  Anatidae,  commonly  known  as  swans,  geese, 
brant  and  river  and  sea  ducks;  the  Rallidea,  commonly  known  as 
rails,  coots,  mud-hens  and  gallinules;  the  Limicolae,  commonly 
known  as  shore-birds,  plovers,  surf-birds,  snipe,  woodcock,  sand- 
pipers, tattlers  and  curlews;  the  Gallanea,  commonly  known  as 
wild-turkeys,  grouse,  prairie-chickens,  pheasants,  partridges  and 
quail;  the  Colurabae,  commonly  known  as  doves  and  wild-pigeons, 
and  the  birds  known  as  reed-birds  and  black-birds. 
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Section  3.  No  person  in  this  Commonwealth  shall,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided,  kill,  wonnd,  catch  or  have  in  possession,  living  or 
dead,  any  wild  bird  other  than  a  game  bird,  or  offer  or  expose  for 
sale,  transport  or  ship  or  attempt  to  transport  or  ship  without  the 
Commonwealth  any  of  the  wild  birds  or  parts  thereof  protected  by 
this  act:  Provided,  however,  that  the  blue-jay,  the  English  sparrow, 
the  king-fisher,  the  Coopers  hawk,  the  sharx>-shinned  hawk,  the 
goshawk,  the  duck  hawk,  the  pigeon  hawk,  the  great  horned  owl 
and  the  crow  shall  not  be  protected  by  any  law  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  may  be  killed  at  any  time.  No  law  of  this  Common- 
wealth shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  the  keeping  of  birds 
imported  from  foreign  countries,  their  offspring  raised  in  captivity, 
canaries  or  any  other  birds  of  a  species  not  found  in  a  wild  state 
in  this  Commonwealth  in  cages  as  domestic  pets,  or  the  possession 
of  the  tanned  or  cured  skin  or  any  part  thereof  of  a  game  quadru- 
ped or  wild  bird  of  any  kind  legally  taken  in  this  Commonwealth 
or  brought  into  this  State  from  any  other  State  or  country  from 
which  the  same  has  been  legally  taken  or  exported. 

Section  4.  The  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  not  be 
construed  to  apply  to  any  public  zoological  garden  of  the  State,  or 
to  any  public  institution  of  the  State  wherein  animals  or  birds  may 
be  maintained  alive  for  educational  purposes  or  for  the  purposes 
of  scientific  study  or  experiment,  or  to  the  Board  of  Game  Commis- 
sioners of  this  State,  or  to  its  duly  authorized  agent  or  agents  act- 
ing for  the  State,  or  to  any  other  person  holding  a  certificate  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners  authorizing  the  holder  thereof 
to  take  birds,  their  nests  and  eggs  for  strictly  scientific  study,  in 
which  case  the  holder  of*such  certificate  shall  be  limited  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  therein  named.  The  said  Board  of  Game  Com- 
missioners shall  be  empowered  to  grant  certificates  at  their  dis- 
cretion authorizing  the  holder  thereof  to  take  birds,  their  nests  and 
eggs  for  strictly  scientific  study  or  for  propagating  purposes  within 
this  State  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions:  A  certificate 
to  be  known  as  an  ordinary  certificate  may  be  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Game  Commissioners  to  any  properly  accredited  person  of  the 
age  of  sixteen  years  or  upwards  residing  in  this  Commonwealth, 
permitting  the  holder  thereof  to  collect  wild  birds  other  than  game 
birds,  their  nests  and  eggs  within  this  Commonwealth  for  strictly 
scientific  study,  but  not  for  sale  or  exchange  or  shipment  from  or 
removal  out  this  Commonwealth  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  president  of  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners.  The  number 
of  birds  that  may  be  taken  under  a  certificate  of  this  character 
shall  be  limited  to  eight  of  each  species  with  nests  to  the  number 
of  two,  and  the  eggs  found  therein.  In  order  to  secure  this  cer- 
tificate the  party  desiring  the  same  shall  file  with  the  secretary 
of  the  board  at  Harrisburg  a  petition  asking  that  such  privilege 
be  granted  to  him.  This  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
written  statement  of  at  least  two  well  known  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  said  applicant  may  reside,  certifying  to  the  good 
character  and  fitness  of  said  applicant  to  be  entrusted  with  such 
authority.  Said  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said  board 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  its  use,  and  shall  file  a  duly  executed  bond 
properly  secured  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  conditioned 
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for  the  faithful  performance  upon  the  part  of  the  principal  therein 
named  of  all  the  requirements  of  this  section  relative  to  the  grant- 
ing of  this  certificate.  Upon  the  conviction  of  the  principal  therein 
named  of  having  violated  any  ot  the  provisions  of  this  section  rela- 
tive to  this  certificate,  the  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Game  Commis- 
sioners and  the  certificate  become  void.  Such  certificate  shall  be 
in  force  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  shall 
not  be  transferable.  A  certificate,  to  be  known  as  a  special  cer- 
tificate to  take  birds  for  strictly  scientific  study,  may  be  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners,  and  shall  be  controlled  by  the 
same  conditions  and  requirements  as  the  ordinary  certificate  except 
that  such  certificate  may  be  issued  only  to  a  person  of  known 
scientific  attainments  in  ornithology,  in  which  case  the  holder 
thereof  shall  be  authorized  to  take  the  wild  birds  of  this  State 
without  limitation  for  strictly  scientific  study  or  experiment,  but 
not  for  sale  or  exchange  or  shipment  from  or  removal  out  of  this 
State  without  the  written  permission  of  the  president  of  the  Board 
of  Game  Commissioners.  Persons  taking  birds,  their  nests  and 
eggs  without  having  a  certificate  as  required  by  this  section,  or 
having  a  certificate  and  taking  a  greater  number  of  birds,  nests 
or  eggs  than  is  permitted  herein  to  persons  licensed  hereunder 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  existing  law. 

A  certificate,  to  be  known  as  a  propagating  certificate,  may  be 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners  to  any  accredited 
citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  up- 
wards, permitting  the  holder  thereof  and  his  assistants  to  breed 
or  raise  game  quadrupeds  or  game  birds  of  any  kind  in  this  Com^ 
monwealth,  or  both  or  either,  and  to  sell  the  same  alive  for  propa- 
gating purposes  only  under  the  following  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions: Any  person  desiring  to  operate  a  propagating  plant  for  game 
in  this  Commonwealth  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Game  Commissioners  at  Harrisburg  a  petition  asking  for  the  privi- 
lege; he  shall  also  file  a  description  of  the  premises  to  be  used  for 
such  purpose,  with  its  location,  and  shall  accompany  the  same  with 
the  written  statement  of  at  least  two  well  known  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  may  reside  certifying  to  his  good  character  and 
fitness  to  be  intrusted  with  such  privileges.  Upon  notification  of 
the  favorable  consideration  of  this  petition  by  the  Board  of  Game 
Commissioners  he  shall  pay  to  said  secretary  for  the  use  of  said 
Board  the  sum  of  five  dollars  and  file  a  duly  executed  bond,  prop- 
erly secured,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  keeping  upon  the  part  of  the  principal  therein  named 
and  his  employes  upon  said  premises  of  all  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  all  other  game  laws  of  this  State.  He  shall  keep  a 
just  and  true  account  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  only 
of  all  game  raised  on  said  premises  of  all  game  brought  to  said 
premises  from  outside  of  the  State,  the  number  of  birds  or  animals 
with  the  time  they  were  received,  the  place  from  whence  they  were 
shipped,  and  the  name  of  the  shipper.  He  shall  keep  a  strict  account 
of  all  game  sold,  its  character,  the  number  of  birds  or  quadrupeds,  the 
time  and  manner  of  shipment,  with  name  and  address  of  purchaser, 
and  in  every  instance  shall  demand  and  receive  before  shipment  an 
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affidavit  from  the  purchaser  thereof,  setting  forth  the  fact  that 
the  game  thus  purchased  is  intended  only,  and  will  be  released 
for  strictly  propagating  purposes  within  this  Commonwealth.  Each 
affidavit  thus  procured  shall  belong  to  and  be  the  property  of  the 
Board  of  Game  Commissioners,  and  shall  be  filed  with  them  by  the 
owner  of  such  propagating  plant,  together  with  an  itemized  state- 
ment from  the  before  named  book  account  at  the  close  of  every 
three  months  beginning  with  the  date  of  his  certificate.  This  book, 
together  with  the  premises  described  and  all  game  thereon,  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  upon  demand  of  any  member  of  the  Board 
of  Game  Commissioners  of  this  State  or  any  game  protector 
holding  a  commission  from  said  board.  All  boxes  or  crates  or  pack- 
ages of  any  description  in  which  game  may  be  shipped  or  removed 
from  said  premises  shall,  before  removal  therefrom,  have  attached 
thereto  a  card,  to  be  supplied  by  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners, 
upon  which  shall  be  plainly  written  in  the  blank  spaces  left  for 
that  purpose  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  with  the  con- 
tents of  the  box,  crate  or  package.  No  other  card  or  marking  of 
any  description  shall  be  used.  The  certificate  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  good  for  one  year  from  the  date  thereof  and  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  at  the  discretion  and  under  conditions  that  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners.  The  bond  here- 
inbefore provided  for  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  use  of  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners,  and  the  certificate 
become  void  upon  the  conviction  of  the  principal  therein  named, 
of  having  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  of  hav- 
ing knowingly  or  negligently  permitted  any  one  to  violate  any  of 
the  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  on  said  premises.  All  game 
in  possession  under  control  of  or  owned  by  the  operator  of  such 
propagating  plant  at  the  time  of  such  conviction  shall  be  forfeited 
and  become  the  sole  property  of  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners, 
to  be  distributed  at  their  discretion  within  this  Commonwealth.  No 
operator  of  a  propagating  plant  of  this  description  within  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  denied  a  new  certificate,  except  for  violation  of 
some  provision  of  this  act. 

No  law  of  this  State  shall  be  held  to  prevent  the  Board  of  Game 
Commissioners  through  their  authorized  agents  from  destroying 
wild  birds,  animals  destructive  of  game,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  direct. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  take,  catch  or  kill  or  have  in  pos- 
session or  under  control  in  this  Commonwealth,  either  living  or 
dead,  any  wild  pigeon  or  portion  thereof  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
from  and  after  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act.  Each  and 
every  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject upon  conviction  thereof  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  wild  pigeon  caught,  killed  or  taken,  or  part  thereof  had  in 
possession. 

Section  6.  The  open  season  for  woodcock  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year;  the  open  season  for  ruffed  grouse,  commonly  called 
pheasant,  wild  turkey,  prairie  chicken,  English  mongolian  or  Chi- 
nese pheasant  shall  be  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  to  the  first 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  the  open  season  for  quail,  com- 
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monly  called  Virginia  partridge,  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember to  the  first  day  of  December  of  each  year.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful at  any  time  to  shoot  or  injure  quail  when  bunched  upon  the 
ground. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch,  take  or 
kill  in  any  one  day  in  this  Commonwealth  more  than  five  ruffed 
grouse,  commonly  called  pheasant,  or  more  than  ten  wood- 
cock, or  more  than  five  English,  Mongolian  or  Chinese 
pheasants,  or  more  than  twenty  of  either  of  the  before  named  kinds, 
in  any  one  week,  or  more  than  fifty  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  kinds 
in  any.  season,  or  more  than  ten  quail,  commonly  called  Virginia 
partridge,  in  any  one  day,  or  more  than  forty  of  such  birds  in  any 
one  week,  or  more  than  seventy-five  thereof  in  any  one  season, 
counting  each  week  as  beginning  on  Monday  morning,  and  ending 
the  Saturday  night  following,  or  to  have  in  possession  at  any 
one  time  within  this  Commonwealth  more  than  the  number  above 
limited  for  the  season,  if  the  same  have  been  caught,  taken  or  killed 
in  this  Commonwealth.  No  more  than  one  wild  turkey  shall  be  killed, 
caught  or  taken  in  any  one  day.  No  more  than  four  wild  turkeys 
in  any  one  season,  nor  shall  more  than  one  deer  or  fawn  be  caught, 
taken  or  killed  in  this  Commonwealth  by  any  one  person  in  any 
one  season. 

Section  8.  The  open  season  for  deer  or  fawn  within  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  to  the  first 
day  of  December  of  each  year.  No  person  shall  make  use  of  a 
dog  or  dogs  in  hunting  deer  or  fawn  within  this  Commonwealth, 
and  the  fact  that  a  dog  of  any  description  shall  be  taken  into  the 
woods  or  shall  be  had  in  the  possession  or  under  control,  or  shall 
be  cared  for  or  harbored  or  permitted  to  remain  with  or  in  the 
camp  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may  go  to  hunt  during  the  open 
season  for  deer  or  fawn  in  this  State  shall  render  each  person  in 
said  camp  liable  to  the  full  penalty  described  by  law  for  the  unlaw- 
ful taking  or  killing  of  deer  or  fawn  upon  proof  duly  sworn  to 
that  the  dog  so  taken  into  the  woods  or  had  in  possession  or  under 
control  or  harbored,  cared  for  or  permitted  to  remain  in  said  camp 
did,  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles  from  said  camp,  run  after,  pursue 
or  follow  upon  the  track  of  any  deer  or  fawn  for  a  distance  of 
one  hundred  yards.  No  person  shall  make  use  of  what  is  known 
as  buckshot  in  hunting  deer  or  fawn  within  this  Commonwealth,  or 
shall  kill  or  wound  or  attempt  to  kill  or  wound  any  deer  or  fawn 
within  this  Commonwealth  by  or  with  or  through  the  use  of  a 
gun  propelling  or  emitting  more  than  one  pellet,  bullet  or  ball  at 
a  single  discharge,  and  persons  violating  this  provision  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  provided  by  existing  law  for  the  unlawful  tak- 
ing or  killing  of  deer  or  fawn. 

The  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  not  be  held  to  apply 
to  elk. 

Section  9.  Any  dog  pursuing  or  following  upon  the  track  of  a 
deer  or  fawn  within  this  Commonwealth  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  public  nuisance.  Such  a  dog  may  be  killed  by  any  person  when 
seen  pursuing  or  following  upon  the  track  of  a  deer  or  fawn  in 
this  Commonwealth,  or  by  any  game  protector,  deputy  game  pro- 
tector, game  warden,  forestry  warden  or  any  other  officer  of  the 
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State  whose  duty  it  is  to  protect  any  of  the  game  of  the  State  upon 
affidavit  being  made  by  one  or  more  persons  acquainted  with  the 
facts  before    an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  that  said 
dog  is  in  the  habit  of  or  has  been  seen  or  heard  running  upon  the 
track  of  or  pursuing  any  deer  or  fawn  in  this  Commonwealth  within 
a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  affidavit.    Any  dog  off 
land  controlled  by  the  owner  of  said  dog  pursuing  or  following  upon 
the  track  of  any  game  quadruped  or  game  bird  or  other  wild  bird 
protected  by  existing  law  during  what  is  known  as  the  open  sea- 
son for  such  quadrupeds  or  birds  in  this  Commonwealth  is  hereby 
declared   a  public  nuisance,  and  may  be  killed  by  the  owner  or 
lessee  of  land  whereon  it  is  found,  or  by  a  game  protector,  deputy 
game  protector,  game  warden,  forestry  warden  or  any  other  officer 
of  the  State  whose  duty  it  is  to  protect  the  game  of  this  State, 
when  seen  upon  the  track  of  such  game  or  wild  bird,  unless  such 
dog  shall  wear  a  collar  having  attached  thereto  a  metallic  tag  or 
plate,  upon  which  shall  be  plainly  inscribed  in  English  the  name 
and  address  of  the  owner  of  such  dog,  and  any  dog  wearing  a 
collar  thus  inscribed  pursuing  game  off  land  controlled     by     the 
owner  of  such  dog  during  what  is  known  as  the  close  season  for 
such  game  may  be  killed  by  the  owner  or  lessee  of  any  lands  upon 
which  such  dog  may  be  found  or  by  a  game  protector,  deputy  game 
protector,  warden,  forestry  warden  or  any  officer  of  the  State  whose 
duty  it  is  to  protect  the  game  of  the  State  when  such  dog  is  seen 
upon  the  track  of  such  game,  after  notice  in  writing  from  that 
particular  person,  or  from  the  secretary  of  the  Game  Commission 
to  the  owner  or  reported  owner  of  such  dog,  to  the  effect  that 
the  dog  in  question  is  in  the  habit  of  pursuing  or  following  on  the 
track  of  game  or  wild  birds  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The 
owner  of  a  dog  thus  killed  in  conformity  with  law  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  deer  or  fawn  pursued  and 
fifty  dollars  for  each  deer  or  fawn  killed  or  caused  to  be  killed 
by  such  dog  running  at  large  without  the  aid  or  direction  of  its 
master.    Provided,  that  dogs  when  accompanied  by  and  under  con- 
trol of  their  masters  may  be  trained  upon  any  of  the  living  wild 
game  or  birds  of  this  State,  excepting  deer  and  fawn,  from  the  first 
day  of  August  to  the  first  day  of  January  next  following,  so  long 
as  no  injury  is  inflicted  upon  said  game  or  birds. 

Section  10.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  buy,  sell,  expose  for  sale 
or  offer  for  sale  any  ruffed  grouse,  commonly  called  pheasant  or 
offer  for  sale  any  ruffed  grouse,  commonly  called  pheasant,  or 
quail,  commonly  called  Virginia  partridge,  nor  any  deer  or  fawn 
or  part  thereof  which  shall  have  been  caught,  killed  or  taken  within 
this  Commonwealth,  nor  any  ruffed  grouse,  commonly  called  pheas- 
ant, which  shall  have  been  killed,  caught  or  taken  outside  of  this 
Commonwealth,  save  only  during  the  open  season  therefor  in  this 
Commonwealth,  and  for  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  no  person  shall 
at  any  time  buy,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  offer  for  sale  any  wood- 
cock, wild  turkey,  whether  caught,  killed  or  taken  within  or  with- 
out this  Commonwealth. 

No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  except  during  the  open  sea- 
son therefor  and  fifteen  days  thereafter  any  ruffed  grouse,  com- 
monly called  pheasant;  any  English,  Mongolian  or  Chinese  pheas- 
ant; any  quail,  commonly  called  Virginia  partridge;  any  wild  tur- 
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key,  auy  woodcock  or  any  deer  or  fawn  or  part  thereof  which  shall 
have  been  caught,  killed  or  taken  within  this  Commonwealth.  Pro- 
vided, That  the  owner  or  owners  of  game  preserves  in  this  State 
shall  have  the  right  to  keep  living  deer  and  fawn  therein  at  all 
times;  to  kill  the  same  subject  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
to  sell  any  of  said  deer  or  fawn  alive  for  propagating  purposes 
only  after  procuring  the  written  consent  of  the  president  of  the 
Board  of  Game  Commissioners.  Any  person  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  by 
existing  law  for  the  unlawful  purchase  or  sale  of  game. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  hunt  or  capture  or  kill  in  this  Com- 
monwealth any  deer  or  fawn,  wild  turkey,  ruffed  grouse,  com- 
monly called  pheasant;  quail,  commonly  called  Virginia  partridge, 
or  woodcock  for  wages  or  hire  or  valuable  consideration  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  and  each  day 
thus  employed  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.  Each  and  every 
person  who  shall  offend  against  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  upon  conviction  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
offense  and  forfeit  all  guns  and  shooting  paraphernalia  used  by  him 
in  the  commission  of  such  offense  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  12.  The  open  season  for  squirrels  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  kill 
more  than  six  squirrels  in  one  day.  The  open  season  for  hare 
or  rabbit  shall  be  the  month  of  November  in  each  year.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  kill,  take  or  capture  any  bear  of  any  description, 
save  only  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the  first  day  of  March 
next  following.  Each  and  every  person  who  shall  kill,  take  or 
capture  any  bear  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable 
on  conviction  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  bear  or  cub 
taken,  killed  or  captured  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  or  existing  laws  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  owners,  tenants  or  their  employes  to  kill  or 
destroy  fruit  eating  and  grain  devouring  birds  or  squirrels  in  the 
act  of  destroying  fruits  or  cereals.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner 
or  lessee  of  anv  real  estate  in  this  State  to  kill  or  have  killed  bv 
any  employe  or  member  of  his  family  on  his  certain  premises  any 
hare  or  rabbit  at  any  time  as  a  protection  to  cultivated  crops  or 
trees,  but  for  no  other  purposes,  and  to  kill  a  bear  of  any  descrip- 
tion when  in  the  act  of  inflicting  injury  to  either  the  person  or 
property  of  any  individual  in  this  Commonwealth  or  upon  proofs 
made  by  affidavit  of  one  or  more  persons  that  the  bear  in  question 
has  in  any  manner  injured  or  damaged  the  person  or  proi>erty  of 
any  idividual  in  this  State. 

Section  18.  No  person  shall  purchase,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  have 
in  his  possession  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  the  dead  body  or 
any  part  thereof  of  any  game  quadrupeds  of  the  kinds  enumerated 
in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act  if  the  same  have  been  caught, 
killed  or  taken  within  this  Commonwealth,  save  only  during  the 
open  season  for  such  kinds  of  game  in  this  State,  and  for  fifteen 
days  thereafter.  Each  and  every  person  who  shall  offend  against 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  the  dead  body  of  each  hare  or  rabbit  or  squirrel 
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and  fifty  dollars  for  the  body  of  each  bear  or  cub  or  any  part  thereof 
purchased,  sold,  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in  possession  for  sale. 

Section  14.  No  person  shall  in  any  one  day  take,  catch  or  kill 
in  this  Commomvealth  more  than  ten  wild  duck  or  more  than  one 
hundred  wild  duck  in  any  one  season  or  more  than  two  wild  geese 
or  brant  in  any  one  day  or  more  than  ten  of  either  of  the  two  lat- 
ter kinds  in  any  one  season.  Each  and  every  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  bird  so  killed  or  taken  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

Section  15.  The  open  season  for  upland  or  grass  plover  within 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  to  the 
first  day  of  December  of  each  year.  The  open  season  for  rail,  reed 
bird,  blackbird,  sandpiper,  tattler,  curlew  or  any  other  shore  bird 
shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  first  day  of  January 
next  following.  The  open  season  for  Wilson  or  jacksnipe  shall  be 
from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  first  day  of  May  next  follow- 
ing. The  open  season  for  wild  goose,  wild  duck,  brant,  swan,  coot 
or  mudhen  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  first 
day  of  January  next  following,  and  from  the  first  day  of  April  to 
the  sixteenth  day  of  the  same  month. 

Section  16.  No  person  shall  purchase,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  have 
in  his  possession  for  sale  any  of  the  game-birds  of  the  kind  enu- 
merated in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act  caught,  killed  or  taken 
within  this  Commonwealth,  save  only  during  the  open  season  for 
such  kind  of  game  in  this  State  and^or  fifteen  days  thereafter.  Each 
and  every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  bird 
or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof  so  had  in  possession. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  or  pursue  any  wild  water 
fowl  protected  by  law  from  or  with  any  craft  propelled  by  any 
means  other  than  oars,  pole  or  hand  paddles.  Any  person  using  such 
forbidden  craft  or  boat  for  such  purpose,  or  the  captain  or  owner 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  boat  or  craft  who  shall  allow 
or  knowingly  permit  the  same  to  be  used  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  while  he  is  on  board,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
herein  imposed.  Each  and  every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provi- 
sion of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  x>enalty  of  fifty  dollars  per  day 
on  which  any  forbidden  craft  or  boat  may  be  used  to  hunt  or  pursue 
wild  water  fowl,  and  ten  dollars  for  each  contrivance  or  device  set, 
placed  or  carried  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law.  All  boats,  de- 
coys, guns,  shooting  paraphernalia  or  other  contrivances  or  devices 
of  whatsoever  description  used  by  any  person  or  persons  in  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  in  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  shall, 
unless  the  fine  imposed  and  costs  be  paid,  be  forfeited  to  the  Board 
of  Game  Commissioners,  who  shall  destroy  or  sell  the  same  at  their 
pleasure,  and  apply  the  fund  thus  arising  to  the  purposes  of  their 
appointment. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  trap  quail,  commonly  called  Vir- 
ginia partridge,  from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  first  day  of 
April  next  following,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  alive  during 
the  winter  or  for  the  purpose  of  separating  a  covey  to  increase  the 
chances   of  propagation,  but  for  no  other  purpose  whatever,  and

quail  thus  taken  shall  not  be  transported  from  one  locality  to 
another  locality  in  this  State  except  by  written  permission  of  the 
president  of  the  Board  of  Game  Conmiissioners.  All  birds  thus 
taken  shall  be  liberated  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  weather  will 
permit. 

Section  19.  Nothing  contained  in  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  held  to  impose  any  penalty  upon  the  transportation  of  game 
in  unbroken  packages  in  transit  through  this  State  from  another 
State  or  to  the  shipment  out  of  the  State  at  any  time  of  game  killed 
or  taken  in  another  State,  whether  the  same  be  in  original  pack- 
ages or  otherwise,  and  no  penalty  shall  attach  in  any  way  when 
game  legally  killed  in  this  Commonwealth  is  delivered  in  good  faith 
to  an  express  company  or  other  common  carrier  for  transportation 
from  one  point  to  another  point  in  this  State,  and  actually  delivered 
if  necessarily  carried  out  of  this  State  to  reach  its  destination. 

Section  29.  Any  person  may  have  in  his  possession  after  the  same 
has  been  legally  killed  in  this  Commonwealth  any  game  quadruped 
or  game  bird  of  the  kinds  protected  by  this  act  for  a  period  of  fifteen 
days  after  the  time  limit  for  killing  the  same  has  expired.  The  pos- 
session of  the  body  or  skin  or  any  part  thereof  of  either  a  game 
quadruped  or  a  game  bird  at  any  time  except  during  the  open  sea- 
son for  such  game  in  this  State,  and  fifteen  days  thereafter,  shall 
in  every  instance  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  same  is  held  or 
possessed  in  violation  of  law. 

Section  21.  Whenever  in  this  act  the  word  person  is  used  such 
word  shall  be  taken  to  include  every  person,  firm,  partnership,  insti- 
tution, association  or  corporanon,  or  the  agent  or  agents  thereof. 
All  words  or  terms  in  this  act  which  refer  to  persons  or  indi- 
viduals, and  which  are  in  the  singular  number,  shall  be  taken  to 
include  the  plural  number  and  words  of  the  plural  number,  shall 
include  the  singular  number.  All  words  of  a  masculine  gender  shall 
be  taken  to  include  feminine  and  neuter  genders. 

Section  22.  All  penalties  for  violations  of  the  game  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  collected  in  cases  where  the  prosecutor  is  a  game 
protector  or  deputy  game  protector  shall  belong  to  and  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners,  and  shall  be  immediately 
surrendered  by  the  court  receiving  the  same  to  said  prosecuting 
officer,  who  shall  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  forward  or  deliver 
such  amount  in  full  to  the  secretary  of  said  board,  who  in  turn 
shall  at  once  deposit  said  amount  to  the  credit  of  said  board  of  Game 
Commissioners.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  charged  with  violat- 
ing any  of  the  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  he  may,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, sign  an  acknowledgment  of  the  oflfense  committed  and  pay  to 
any  duly  appointed  and  sworn  game  protector  or  deputy  game  pro- 
tector the  penalty  in  full  as  fixed  by  law  with  costs  to  date,  and 
shall  receive  from  said  officer  a  printed  receipt  thereafter  which 
shall  in  every  instance  bear  the  imprint  of  the  seal  of  the  Board 
of  Game  Commissioners  and  the  signature  of  the  secretary,  which 
shall  be  and  remain  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  offense  committed. 

Section  23.  No  penalties  provided  for  by  existing  law  for  viola- 
tion of  the  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  held  to  be 
abolished  by  this  act,  but  the  same  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
vigor  and  shall  be  imposed  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  thereto. 
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Section  24.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
herehy  repealed. 

Agreeahly  to  order, 

The  Senate  resumed  Ihe  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  85,  en- 
titled "An  act  providing  for  the  relief  of  poor  persons;  regulating 
their  settlement  in  poor  districts;  providing  a  means  of  enforcing 
Ihe  removal  of  a  poor  person  to  the  district  of  his  settlement,  the 
payment  for  relief  furnished  to  him  and  the  payment  of  costs  in- 
cident thereto,  and  authorizing  courts  of  quarter  sessions  to  compel 
certain  relations  to  contribute  to  the  relief  of  poor  persons,"  which 
was  recalled  from  the  Governor  for  the  purpose  of  amendment  and 
amended  in  the  Senate. 

And^said  bill  having  been  read  at  length  the  third  time  and 
agreed  to.

Election  and  Appointment  of  Department  Officers^  Clerks  and 

Employes. 

Section  1.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and

We,  the  undersigned  committee  of  conference  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering Senate  bill  No.  91,  do  respectfully  present  the  following 
as  our  report:

The  bill  as  amended,  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT. 

To  validate  certain  elections  upon  the  question  of  increasing  the 
indebtedness  of  counties,  cities,  boroughs,  townships,  school  dis- 
tricts or  other  incorporated  districts  or  municipalities  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, all  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  such  elections,  and 
the  indebtedness  represented  by  such  bonds  since  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three." 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
in  all  cases  where  the  indebtedness  of  any  county,  city,  borough, 
township,   school  district  or  other  incorporated  district  or  mu- 
nicipality   has    been    increased  pursuant  to  an  election  held  at 
any  time  since  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three,  whereat  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  such 
county,   city,   borough,   township,   school  district  or  other  incor- 
porated district  or  municipality  to  the  increase  of  such  indebtedness 
was  duly  had  and  obtained,  where  said  election  was  duly  and  prop- 
erly held  and  the  returns  thereof  made  in  conformity  with  the 
acts  of  Assembly  applicable  to  the  particular  class  of  municipality 
or  incorporated  district  wherein  said  election  was  held,  saving  and 
excepting  only  that  the  tickets  voted  at  said  election  conformed 
to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of. 
Pennsylvania,  approved  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one   thousand  eight  hundred  and   seventy-four   (Pamphlet  Laws, 
sixty-five),  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  manner  of  increasing 
the  indebtedness  of  municipalities,  to  provide  for  the  reduction  of 
of  the  same,  and  to  im*pose  penalties  for  the  illegal  increase  thereof, 
but  did  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  second  section  of 
the  act  of  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  ap- 
proved the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  three  (Pamphlet  Laws,  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight),  entitled  "An  act  to  further  amend  the  ninth  and  fourteenth 
sections  of  the  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  regulate  the  nomination  and 
election  of  public  officers,  requiring  certain  expenses  incident  there- 
to to  be  p^id  by  the  several  counties,  and  punishing  certain  offenses 
in  regard  to  such  elections,'  approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  the 
ninth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
also  to  amend  the  twenty-second,  twenty-seventh,  twenty-eighth 
and  thirtieth  sections  of  said  act  to  regulate  the  nomination  and 
election  of  public  officers,  requiring  certain  expenses  incident  there- 
to to  be  paid  by  the  several  counties,  and  punishing  certain  offenses 
in  regard  to  such  elections,  approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-three,  by  repealing  the  limit  upon  the  num- 
ber of  times  the  names  of  candidates  shall  appear  on  the  official 
ballot,  by  specifying  the  form,  contents  and  manner  of  printing 
and  counting  of  official  ballots,  and  of  making  return  of  all  votes, 
and  of  announcing  the  total  vote,  by  directing  the  manner  in  which 
voters  may  designate  their  choice  of  candidates,  and  their  votes 
upon:  constitutional  amendments  or  other  questions  submitted  for 
their  votes,  by  prescribing  the  duties  of  voters,  election  officers, 
police  officers,  constables,  deputy  constables  and  helpers,  and  pre- 
scribing forms  of  punishment  for  violations  thereof,"  the  said  elec- 
tion and  said  indebtedness  are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  shall 
be  held  and  adjudged  to  be  valid  and  sufficient  in  law,  and  in  all 
cases  of  such  indebtedness  ih»  bonds  or  other  obligations  issued 
to  evidence  such  increase  of  indebtedness  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  lawful  to  all  intents  and  purposes: 
Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
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to  any  elections  held  subsequent  to  the  passage  hereof:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  validate  s^ny 
bonds  which  may  have  been  improperly  or  illegally  executed  or 
sold  or  delivered.

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  State  Highway  Department 
by  the  appointment  of  a  State  Highway  Commissioner  and  staff  of 
assistants  and  defining  the  powers  and  duties  thereof,  authorizing 
the  State  Highway  Department  to  co-operate  with  the  several  coun- 
ties and  townships  and  with  boroughs  in  certain  instances  in  the 
improvement  of  the  public  highways  and  the  maintenance  of  im- 
proved highways  providing  for  the  application  of  counties  and  town- 
ships for  State  aid  in  highway  improvement  and  maintenance,  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  highway  improvements  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  State,  the  counties  and  the 
townships  and  making  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  and  pro- 
viding a  penalty  for  maliciously  destroying  improved  roads. 

Whereas,  It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  people  of  this  Com- 
monwealth that  the  public  highways  should  be  systematically  im- 
proved and  that  the  several  counties  and  townships  should  be  given 
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the  aid  and  encouragement  of  the  State  in  the  building  and  main- 
tenance of  improved  highways,  therefor 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  immediately  upon  the  approval  of  this  act  a  State  Highway 
l>epartment  shall  be  established  by  the  appointment  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  for  a  term  of  four  years  of  a  State  Highway  Commissioner, 
who  shall  be  a  competent  engineer  and  experienced  in  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  improved  roads.  Said  State  Highway 
Commissioner  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  and  shall  be  allowed  his  actual  traveling  expenses,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  while  officially  employed. 
He  shall  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  said  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  and  he  shall  give  his  whole  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  duties  of  his  position.  The  said  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner may  appoint  as  the  work  of  the  department  requires  it  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall 
be  a  capable  and  competent  civil  engineer  and  experienced  in  road 
building  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars and  shall  be  allowed  his  actual  traveling  expenses,  not  to  ex- 
ceed one  thousand  dollars  per  anuum,  when  on  official  business,  he 
may  also  appoint,  as  the  work  of  the  department  requires  it,  six 
competent  civil  engineers,  experienced  in  road  building  who  shall 
each  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum  and  be 
allowed  their  actual  traveling  expens.es,  he  may  also  appoint  two 
competent  draftsmen,  who'  shall  also  be  civil  engineers,  who  shall 
each  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  He 
shall  also  appoint  a  chief  clerk  at  an  annual  salary  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars  and  may  employ  a  competent  clerk  and  stenographer 
at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  may  also 
a])point  a  competent  bookkeeper  at  a  salary  of  twelve  himdred  dol- 
lars per  annum..  The  State  Highway  Commissioner  shall  require 
the  employes  of  the  Department  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duty  in  suitable  and  reasonable  amounts. 

Section  2.  The  State  Highway  Department  shall  be  provided 
with  suitable  rooms  in  the  State  buildings  at  Harrisburg,  and  its 
offices  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  for  the  transaction  of 
public  business.  The  State  Highway  Commissioner  shall  carry  into 
effe%!t  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  all  acts  of  Assembly,  providing 
for  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in  the  construction  and  mainten- 
ance of  public  highways.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  records  of 
the  State  Highway  Department  and  shall  each  year  submit  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  a  full  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Department,  the  number  of  miles,  cost  and  character  of  the 
roads  built  under  its  direction,  detail  statements  of  the  expenses 
of  the  Department  and  such  other  information  concerning  the  con- 
dition of  the  public  roads  of  the  State  and  the  progress  of  their 
improvement,  as  may  be  proper. 

Section  3.  The  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  any  township 
in  any  eonnty  of  the  Commonwealth,  may  petition  the  county  com- 
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missioners  of  said  county  to  make  application  to  the  State  High- 
way Department  for  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in  the  i-econ- 
struction  or  permanent  improvement  of  any  principal  highway 
within  the  said  township  or  any  section  1  hereof  which  is  much  used 
as  a  thoroughfare  by  the  people  of  said  township  and  the  neighbor- 
ing townships,  cities  and  boroughs  agreeing  by  resolution  to  as- 
sume for  said  township  the  proportionate  share  of  the  expense  of 
said  improvement  as  hereinafter  provided.  A  cash  road  tax  shall 
be  levied  by  each  township  where  such  road  improvement  is  being 
made  1o  meet  the  cost  of  such  permanent  road  improvement  as  is 
provided  in  this  act.  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
township  to  incur  indebtedness  or  to  issue  bonds  in  the  manner 
authorized  by  law  for  the  payment  of  the  said  township's  share  of 
the  cost  of  any  highway  improvement  undertaken  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

St  ction  4.  If  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  any  petition 
for  highway  improvement  in  any  township  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  a  petition  signed  by  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  as- 
sessed valution  of  real  estate  in  said  township  is  received  by  the 
county  ccniruissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  township  is  located 
protesting  against  said  proposed  expenditure  upon  the  part  of  the 
township,  then  the  county  commissioners  shall  take  no  action  on 
said  jK^tiition  for  improvement,  but  shall  return  the  same  to  the 
supervisors  or  commissioners  from  whom  it  was  received. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  petition  signed  by  the  owners  of 
a  majority  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  in  any  township 
requesting  (he  application  by  said  township  for  the  improvement  of 
any  highway  in  said  township,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors* or  commissioners  of  said 
township  to  petition  the  county  commissioners  in  the  manner  hei^ein- 
befoi  e  described.  If  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  said  town- 
ship refuse,  or  neglect  to  act  upon  the  petition  of  the  owners  of  a 
majority  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  in  said  township, 
the  isaid  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate 
or  any  of  them  may  petition  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said 
county  for  an  order  directing  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of 
said  township  to  petition  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county 
to  make  afiplication  to  the  State  Highway  Department  for  the  co- 
operation of  the  State  in  said  highway  improvement,  and  upon 
rec<'ipt  of  such  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court  of 
quarter  sessions  to,  and  the  said  court  may  then  issue  an  order 
directing  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  said  township  to  peti- 
tion the  county  commissioners  or  the  State  Highway  Department, 
as  l\eri»in  provided. 

Section  6.  The  county  commissioners  of  any  county  shall,  upon 
the  i>r(»s('ntation  to  them  of  a  petition  from  the  supervisors  or  com- 
missioners of  any  township  or  of  two  or  more  adjoining  townships 
repn^sentiug  that  any  principal  highway  or  section  thereof,  lying 
witliin  hiM  township  or  townships  is  in  need  of  reconstruction  and 
settinjr  forth  that  said  township  or  townships  desire  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  improve  said  highway,  pass 
a  resolution  petitioning  the  State  Highway  Department  to  under- 
take tin   Improvement  of  the  highway  specified  in  the  petition  from 
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the  the  township  or  townships  aforesaid  and  authorizing  the  flssump- 
ilou  by  the  county  of  its  share  of  the  expenses  of  said  improve- 
ment. "  Trovided,  Tbat  wliere  the  county  commissioners  petition 
the  State  Highway  Commissioners  for  the  improvement  of  a  public 
road  or  parts  thereof,  they  shall  state  the  kind  of  material  to  be 
used  or  available  for  such  load. 

Section  7.  The  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  any  adjacent 
townships  in  the  fcame  county  in  which  any  portion  of  a  principal 
highway,  runmn«j:  into  or  through  said  township  may  lie,  may  by 
resolutfon,  jointly  petition  the  county  commissioners  of  their  county 
to  make  application  to  the  State  Highway  Department  for  the  'Co- 
operation of  the  State  in  repairing,  or  rebuilding  said  highway, 
as  herein  provided. 

Section  S.  In  ease  th<;  county  commissioners  of  any  county  shall 
jieglect  or  refuse  to  act  tipon  the  petition  of  any  township  or  town- 
ships for  highway  Improvement,  as  herein  provided,  or  shall  refuse 
to  petition  the  State  Highway  Department  for  State  aid  in  such  pro- 
posed improA'enieut,  after  said  township  or  townships  shall  have 
complied  with  the  conditions  of  this  act  in  petitioning  said  county 
commissioners,  the  f  npervisors  or  commissioners  of  said  township  or 
townships,  may  Ihroiijih  their  proper  officers  petition  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  said  county  for  the  appointment  of  a  jury  of 
view  to  examine  into  the  necessity  of  said  proposed  highway  im- 
provement and  upon  the  said  jury  of  view  making  a  report  favor- 
able to  said  improvement  and  with  the  approval  of  the  court  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of,  and  the  court  may  by  order  require  the  said 
county  commissioners  to  petition  the  said  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in  the  said  proposed  high- 
way improvement  in  the  manner  herein  provided.  Said  jury  of  view 
to  be  uppointed  and  compensated  in  the  same  manner  and  to  have 
the  same  powers  as  juries  of  view  for  laying  out  or  changing  public 
roads  have  by  existing  law. 

Section  9.  Whenever  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  shall 
ri»pr<»sent  by  petition  to  said  State  Highway  Department,  that  any 
principal  highway  in  said  county  outside  of  the  corpora te<  limits  of 
any  vity-,  is  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for  comfortable  or  econ- 
oiiii(»al  1  ravel  and  ought  to  be  reconstructed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner 
to  examine  such  highway  or  instruct  one  of  his  assistants  so  to  do 
and  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner,  said 
representation  is  well-founded,  he  shall  determine  what  changes 
should  be  made  in  said  existing  highway,  what  portion  of  it  should 
be  improved  and  in  what  manner  and  shall  make,  the  necessary  sur- 
veys, prepare  accurate  plans  and  make  careful  detailed  estimates 
of  the  expense  of  the  work  which  in  his  opinion  should  be  done,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  and  the 
supervisors  or  commissioners  of  the  township  or  townships  in  which 
the  said  highway  may  lie.  If  the  said  county  commissioners  and 
township  supervisors  or  commissioners  then  decide  that  it  is  advis- 
able to  go  on  with  the  work  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  make 
the  required  agreements  as  hereinafter  specified,  the  State  Highway 
Department  may,  if  the  funds  at  its  disposal  permit  of  so  doing, 
contract  jointly  with  the  county  and  township  or  townships,  in  which 
said  highway  lies,  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  State 
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Highway  Commissioner,  the  cost  of  the  same,  including  all  the 
necessary  survelys,  grading,  material,  construction,  re-location, 
chan«;es  of  grade  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  improve- 
ment of  said  highway,  to  be  borne  seventy-five  per  centum  by  the 
State,  twelve  and  one-half  per  centum  by  the  county  and  twelve  and 
one  hiilf  pel  centum  by  the  township  or  townships  in  which  the  por- 
tions of  said  highways  improved  as  herein  provided,  may  lie.  Pro- 
vide d.  That  the  State  aid  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
couutit.'s  of  the  Commonwealth,  according  to  the  mileage  of  town- 
ship or  county  roads  in  said  counties,  but  the  said  amount  shall 
remain  in  the  State  Treasury  until  applied  for  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Provided,  That  if  the  appropriation  so  apportioned  by 
the  Stat(»  shall  not  be  so  applied  for  before  the  first  day  of  May,  in 
each  year  the  amount  so  apportioned  and  set  aside  for  that  county 
or  t\w.  amount  thereof  not  applied  for,  shall  be  apportioned  as  herein 
provided  for,  to  the  counties  that  had  in  that  year  applications  re- 
quiring the  expenditure  of  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  of  their 
apportionment.  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  pre- 
\  eiit  any  county  and  townships  from  agreeing  to  appropriate  a  larger 
amount  for  such  road  improvement  than  the  amounts  specified 
in  this  act.  And  provided.  That  counties  and  townships  may  agree 
among  themselves  to  contribute  their  combined  proportion  of  the 
twenty-live  per  centum  of  the  total  expense  of  construction  herein 
provided,  to  be  borne  by  them  in  different  proportions  from  that 
hereinabove  specified.  Provided  further.  That  any  township  which 
shall  agree  to  pay  the  one-fourth  cost  of  constructing  any  such  rood 
as  herein bctore  mentioned,  may  make  application  direct  to  the  State 
Highway  Department.  And  provided.  That  any  county  taking  town- 
ship roads  with  a  view  of  constructing  them  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  Juni»  twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  (I'amphlet  laws  three  hundred  and  thirty-six),  and  supplements 
and  amendments  thereto  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
amount  of  State  aid  hereinbefore  specified,  but  the  work  of  construc- 
tion shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment, the  same  as  any  other  road  reconstructed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Section  10.  All  liij^hways  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  conform  to  the  standard  of  construction  established  by 
the  State  iiighway  l)ej»artment  as  the  best  adapted  to  the  locality 
in  which  they  may  he  located,  with  due  regard  to  the  topography 
and  natural  conditions  »nd  the  availability  of  road-building  ma- 
terials and  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  engineering 
practice.  No  section  of  highway  improved  under  this  act  shall  be 
less  than  one-half"  mile  in  length,  nor  shall  the  improved  portion 
ther(H)f  be  less  than  twelve  feet  in  width.  So  far  as  is  consistent 
with  the  just  and  ecjuitable  administration  of  this  act  the  State 
Highway  Department  fihall  encourage  a  general  system  of  highway 
improvement. 

Section  11.  All  work  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  by  contract,  ficcording  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared 
by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  as  hereinbefore  provided  and 
in  awarding  tht»  contracts  the  work  shall  be  given  to  the  lowest 
and  best  bidder  with  the  option  upon  the  part  of  the  State  Highway 
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Commi^sicner  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  if  the  prices  named  are 
inatrrially  higher  than  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  as  provided 
for.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  before  being  awarded  any 
con  U  art  for  the  constrnetion  or  improvement  of  any  highway  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  furnish  a  bond  acceptable  to  the 
Stat<  llijrhway  Commissioner  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  contract  price 
•>f  t\ui  work  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the 
same  ar.d  to  save  harmless  the  State,  county  and  the  township  or 
townships  in  which  the  work  may  lie  from  any  expense  incurred 
throuj^h  ihe  failure  of  said  contractor  to  complete  the  work  as 
spoi^iiied  or  for  any  damages  growing  out  of  the  carelessness  of  said 
contr.ictor,  or  his  or  its  servants. 

Section  12.  Advertisements  for  proposals  for  the  reconstruction  or 
improvement  of  highways  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
given  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  at  least  twenty  days 
before  the  contracts  may  be  awarded  by  public  notice  in  at  least  two 
newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which  the  high- 
way to  bo  improved  is  located,  such  advertisement  to  designate 
where  the  plans  and  specifications  may  be  had  and  the  time  and 
place  of  The  reception  of  bids  and  the  letting  of  the  contract.  The 
Stato  Highway  Commissioner  may  in  his  discretion,  insert  the  same 
advertisement  in  other  papers. 

Section  13.  Any  township  may,  through  its  supervisors  or  t^om- 
ii»i>*ioiKrs,  1mm  iitjtorized  to  b;6  for  the  coiistniction  r.f  i<ndi  piMlion 
of  any  highway  iinproveineiit  undertaken  under  the  provision  of 
this  act  as  may  lie  within  its  limits  and  any  township  subuiittin^ 
Fuch  bid  shall  have  the  same  consideration  as  other  bidders  and  if 
awarded  the  contract  shall  fulfill  the  same  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  as  are  laid  down  for  other  bidders. 

Section  IL  Ey^rj  contrnct  authorized  to  be  made  by  the  State 
Hij,'hway  I  >«-parlment  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  made 
in  the  name  of  the  Comironwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  shall  be 
sipied  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  and  attested  by  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  Department  and  shall  be  approved  as  to  form  and 
legality  by  the  Attorney  General  or  Deputy  Attorney  General  of 
the  Commonwealth.  No  contract  for  apy  highway  improvement 
shall  be  let  by  the  State  Highway  Department  nor  shall  any  work 
be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  the  written 
agreement  of  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  and  the  super- 
^  isors  or  commissioners  of  the  township  or  townships  in  which  said 
proposed  improvement  is  to  be  made,  agreeing  to  assume  their  re- 
spective shares  of  the  cost  thereof  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Highway  Department  and  shall 
have  been  approved  as  to  form  and  legality  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral or  the  Deputy  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  highway  rebuilt  or  im- 
proved under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner shall  immediately  ascertain  the  total  expenses  of  the 
same  and  apportion  the  said  total  expense  between  the  State,  the 
county  and  the  township  or  townships,  in  the  proportion  hereinbefore 
provided  and  in  case  the  said  improved  highway  shall  extend  into  or 
through  two  or  more  townships,  he  shall  apportion  the  proportion 
of  the  expense  aforesaid  to  be  borne  by  each  township  among  the 
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several  townships  in  the  same  proportionate  parts  as  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  within  each  township,  shall  bear  to  the  whole  expense 
of  the  improvement  which  has  been  made  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  and  the  said  State  Highway  Commissioner  shall 
certify  the  total  expense  of  said  Improvement  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer, the  county  commissioners  and  the  supervisors  or  commis- 
sioners of  the  township  or  townships  in  which  the  Improved  high- 
way has  befen  constructed,  respectively,  as  hereafter  provided 
specifying  the  amounts  to  be  borne  by  the  State,  the  county  and  the 
township,  or  each  township. 

Section  16.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  shall  not  be  liable 
to  any  pel-son  or  corporation  for  damages  arising  from  the  rebuild- 
ing or  improvement  of  any  highway  under  this  act,  nor  shall  the 
State  engage  to  keep  such  highway  in  repair  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  rebuilt  or  improved,  except  to  extend  the  aid  in  main- 
tenance herein  provided.  In  case  any  person  or  persons  or  corpora- 
tions shall  sustain  damage  by  any  change  in  grade  or  by  the  tak- 
ing of  land  to  alter  the  location  of  any  highway  which  may  be  im- 
proved under  thi-s  act,  and  the  county  commissioners  and  the  parties 
so  injured  cannot  agree  on  the  amount  of  damages  sustained,  such 
persons  or  corporations  may  present  their  petition  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  for  the  appointment  of  viewers  to  ascertain  and 
assess  such  damage,  the  proceedings  upon  which  said  petition  and 
by  the  viewers  shall  lie  governed  by  the  laws  relating  to  the  assess- 
ment of  damages  for  opening  public  highways,  and  such  damages, 
when  ascertained,  shall  be  paid  by  the  respective  counties  and  after- 
ward apportioned  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  according 
to  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen. 

Section  17.  Where  a  portion  of  an  important  main  highway  tra- 
versing one  or  mlore  townships,  and  for  the  improvement  of  which, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  application  has  been  made 
by  said  township  or  townships,  shall  lie  within  the  limits  or  traverse 
any  borough  or  boroughs  to  improve  the  said  highway,  would  leave 
a  break  or  unimproved  section  in  a  continuous  improved  highway, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in 
which  said  highway  is  located  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  said 
borough  or  boroughs  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  said 
improvement  of  the  highway  within  the  borough  limits  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  herein  provided  for  co-operation  between  the 
counties  and  townships.  Provided,  that  an  Improved  road  shall 
have  been  previously  constructed  in  an  adjoining  township  or  bor- 
ough to  the  line  of  the  borough  making  application.  The  State  High- 
Department  may,  if  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  so  recom- 
mends, bear  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  said  improvement  of  said 
highway  within  said  borough  limits,  but  In  no  case  shall  the  por- 
tion of  said  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  State  exceed  seventy-five 
per  centum  of  the  total  expense  of  said  Improvement.  Boroughs 
shall  only  receive  aid  from  the  State  as  aforesaid  in  cases  where 
failure  to  receive  such  aid  would  prevent  a  continuous  improvement 
of  an  important  main  highway.  Provided,  that  any  borough  which 
is  willing  to  pay  the  one-fourth  the  cost  of  constructing  any  such 
rood  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  may  make  application  direct  to  the 
State  Highway  Department.    All  Improvements  made  in  boroughs, 
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highways  as  herein  provided  Bhall  be  of  a  character  similar  to  that 
specified  for  the  township  or  townships  through  which  the  high- 
way to  be  improved  pa&ses  in  reaching  said  borough  and  boroughs, 
aad  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work  shall  be  approved  by 
the  State  Highway  Department,  and  the  completed  work  shall  be 
approved  by  said  department  before  any  warrant  shall  be  issued 
ft>r  the  State's  share  in  such  improvement  as  herein  provided.    It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers  of  said  borough  or  boroughs 
charged  wi+h  the  maintenance  of  the  streets  and  highways  of  said 
borough  or  boroughs  to  keep  and  maintain  said  improved  highway 
within  the  borough  limits  in  a  condition  to  conform  to  the  standard 
established  by  the  State  Highway  Department  for  the  maintenance 
of  similar  highways. 

Section  18.  The  total  expense  of  highway  improvement  or  main- 
tenance under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  ujmn  the  warrant  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner, 
attested  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  State  Highway  Department,  out 
of  any  specific  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  share  of  the  county  in  which  said 
highway  improvement  as  herein  provided  has  been  made  shall  be 
paid  to  the  State  Treasiirer  by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  order 
of  the  county  commissioners.  The  share  of  the  township  or  town- 
ships or  of  the  borough  or  boroughs  in  which  the  said  highway  im- 
provement as  herein  provided  has  been  made  shall  be  paid  to  the 
State  Treasurer  by  the  township  supervisors  or  commissioners  or 
by  the  borough  treasurer,  respectively,  as  other  debts  of  said  town- 
ship or  borough  are  paid.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  highway  im- 
provement the  State  Highway  Commissioner  shall  certify  to  the 
State  Treasurer  and  to  the  county  commissioners  and  tow^nship 
supervisors  or  borough  authorities,  as  the  ease  may  be,  the  respective 
shares  of  said  county  and  township  or  borough.  If  the  said  shares 
of  county  and  township  or  borough,  either  or  both  of  them  shall 
not  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  within  thirty  days  after  being 
certified  to  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  as  hereinbefore  spe- 
cified, then  the  said  shares  of  county  and  township  or  borough,  either 
or  both  of  them  remaining  unpaid  shall  be  charged  by  the  State 
Treasurer  against  any  funds  of  said  county  which  may  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  or  which  mav  thereafter  come  into 
his  hands.  The  amounts  paid  under  this  act  to  the  State  Treasurer 
by  counties,  townships  and  boroughs  shall  be  placed  by  him  to 
the  credit  of  the  fund  for  road  construction.  The  State  Highway 
Commissioner  may  make  partial  payments  to  any  contractor  per- 
forming any  highway  improvement  as  the  same  progresses,  but  not 
more  than  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  contract  price  shall  be 
withheld  until  the  w^ork  is  satisfactorily  completed  and  has  been 
accepted  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner. 

Section  19.  The  word  "highw^ay"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  any  existing  causeway  or  bridge  or  any  new  cause- 
way or  bridge,  or  any  drain  or  watercourse  which  may  form  a  part 
of  k  road,  and  which  might  properly  be  built  according  to  existing 
laws  by  the  township  or  townships,  but  shall  not  include  causeways 
or  bridges  which  should  properly  be  built  by  a  county  or  by  the 

State. 
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Section  20.  All  highways  or  portions  of  highways  constructed  or 
improved  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  thereafter  be  known 
as  the  "State  highways,"  but  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  within 
the  limits  of  any  township  shall  be  kept  in  repair,  so  that  they 
may  be  maintained  at  the  standard  of  condition  prescribed  for  high- 
ways of  their  class  by  the  State  Highway  Department  at  the  ex- 
pense of  said  township,  but  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of 
any  township  possessing  improved  highways  may  ask  fk>r  and  re- 
ceive State  aid  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. •  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of 
every  township  in  which  said  State  highways  may  lie  to  maintain 
the  same  generally  at  a  reasonable  standard  prescribed  for  such 
roads  by  the  State  Highway  Department.  Provided,  that  no  street 
railway  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  upon  any  jwrtion  of  a  high- 
way which  has  been  or  may  be  hereafter  improved  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  except  under  such  conditions  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner.  Any 
person  who  shall  by  the  use  of  rough-locks  or  drag-locks  upon  wagon 
wheels  or  by  any  other  method  or  in  any  other  manner  wilfully 
or  maliciously  destroy  or  damage  any  improved  highway  in  this 
Commonwealth  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
arrest  and  conviction  therefor  shall  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offense,  which  fine  shall  be  recoverable  as  in  sim- 
ilar cases  upon  complaint  of  any  person  before  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
and  the  fine  so  rcovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  supervisors  of  the 
township  wherein  the  offense  w^as  committed  for  the  use  of  the 
road  fund  of  said  township. 

Section  21.  All  highways  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  require  the  construction  of  a  macadamized  road  or  a 
telf ord  or  other  stone  road,  or  a  road  constructed  of  gravel,  cinder, 
oyster  shells  or  other  good  materials,  in  such  manner  that  the  same 
of  whatever  material  constructed  will,  with  reasonable  repairs 
thereto  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  be  firm,  smooth  and  convenient 
for  travel.  The  county  commissioners  shall  have  the  authority 
to  select  the  kind  of  materials  to  be  used  in  improving  any  road 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any  difference  of  opinion  that 
may  arise  between  the  county  commissioners  and  the  township  road 
authorities  as  to  the  kind  of  a  road  to  be  built  shall  be  decided 
by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner.  The  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioner shall  furnish  to  the  county  commissioners  and  township  road 
authorities  information  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  improved  high- 
ways as  defined  in  this  section. 

Section  22.  Ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  available  for  highway 
purposes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  set  aside  for 
the  purpose  of  maintenance  of  highways  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  among 
the  townships  or  counties  applying  for  the  same  in  proiK>rtion 
1o  the  mileage  of  improved  highways,  made  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  which  have  already  been  made,  or  may  hereafter  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  such  townships  or  counties,  and  which  are 
of  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  State  Highway  Department  for 
improved  highways. 
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Section  23.  Whenever  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  any 
township  or  county  shall  desire  State  aid  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
tenance of  improved  highways,  whether  State  highways  improved 
uuder  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  supervisors  or  commissioners  to  file  with  the  State  High- 
way Department  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year  a 
sworn  petition,  requesting  such  State  aid,  and  setting  forth  the 
nnniHiei  of  miles  of  highways  improved  according  to  the  standards 
of  the  State  Highway  Department  in  said  township,  and  the  cost 
of  the  same  to  said  township,  together  with  the  condition  of  said 
improved  highways  and  the  average  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the 
same,  in  cases  where  State  aid  is  given  for  maintenance  of  any 
highway,  the  said  supervisors  or  commissioners  shall  include  in  their 
next  annual  application  for  State  maintenance  aid  a  sworn  state- 
ment, showing  in  detail  the  manner  in  which  the  aid  previously  re- 
ceived was  expended.  The  State  Highway  Commissioner,  if  in  his 
judgment  the  conditions  warrant  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in 
maintaining  said  highways,  shall  apportion  to  said  township  or 
county  its  proportioa  of  the  total  amount  available  for  the  main- 
tenance of  improved  highways  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the 
said  amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  supervisors  or  commissioners 
by  warrant  of  the  State  Highway  Department,  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  amount  thus  given  by  the  State  for  maintenance  be  more  than 
one-half  the  amount  which,  in  the  judgment  and  experience  of  the 
State  Highway  Commissioner,  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  im- 
proved highways  of  the  standard  of  construction  prevailing  in  such 
township  or  county  should  be,  nor  more  than  one-half  the  sworn 
av*=rage  annual  cost  of  maintenance  as  set  forth  in  the  petition  of 
the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  said  township  or  county. 

Section  24.  County  commissioners  or  county  engineers  of  the  sev- 
eral (counties  of  this  State  and  the  oflftcers  of  all  cities,  boroughs 
and  townships  in  the  State  who  now  have  or  may  hereafter  have 
by  law  authority  over  the  public  highways  and  bridges  shall,  ujwn 
the  wrhtcii  request  of  the  State  Highway  Department  furnish  said 
de|)(artment  with  any  information  relative  to  the  mileage,  cost  of 
building,  and  maintenance,  condition  and  character  of  the  high- 
way.s  under  their  jurisdiction,  and  with  any  other  needful  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  said  highways. 

Si'cti'm  25.  In  addition  to  his  other  duties  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner shall  cause  to  be  made  a  complete  survey  of  all  the  roads 
in  the  Slate,  and  shall  cause  to  be  made  and  kept  for  the  State 
llijjhway  Department  a  general  highway  plan  of  the  State,  and 
compile  statistics  and  collect  information  relative  to  the  mileage, 
character  and  condition  of  the  highways  in  the  townships  and 
counties  'of  the  State.  He  shall  investigate  and  determine  upon 
the  various  methods  of  road  construction  best  adapted  to  the  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  State  and  establish  standards  for  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  highways  in  the  various  sections,  taking 
into  consideration  the  topography  of  the  country,  the  natural  con- 
ditions and  the  character  ajid  availability  of  road  building  material 
and  the  ability  of  the  townships  and  counties  to  build  and  main- 
tain roads  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  He  may  at  all  reason- 
able  times  be  consulted  by  county,  city,  borough  or  township  offi-

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cers  having  authority  over  highways  and  bridges,  and  shall,  when 
riMjueflted,  advise  and  give  information  to  such  officers  relative  to 
the  construction,  repairing,  alteration  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
highways  and  bridges.  He  shall  at  all  times  lend  his  aid  in  pro- 
jiioting  improvement  throughout  the  State  and  shall  prepare  and 
disseminate  useful  information  relative  to  road  building  and  im- 
provemnt. 

Section  26.  The  sum  of  six  millions  three  hundred  and  fifty-six 
thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Of 
this  sum,  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-two dollars  and  forty-seven  cents  shall  be  available  in  the  fiscal 
year  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1905,  one  million  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  each  of  the  two  years  next  following, 
and  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  each  of  the  two 
years  next  following. 

•SiKftion  27.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  reiK»aled.  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
not  he.  construed  to  repeal  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  road  acts 
approved  June  twenty-sixth  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
fi\e  (I'iimpblet  laws  three  hundred  and  thirty-six)  and  June  twenty- 
three,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (Pamphlet  laws 
one  hundred  and  ninety-four),  and  July  tenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  iind  one  (Pamphlet  laws  six  hundred  and  thirty-six),  nor 
the  proviMons  of  an  act,  approved  June  seventh,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  one,  and  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  railroad  cross- 
ini^H  of  highways  and  for  the  regulation,  alteration  and  abolitian 
of  grade  crossings,  except  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes."

borough  or  township,  and  providing  compensation  therefor,  limiting 
the  time  within  which  application  must  be  made  to  the  local  au- 
thorities of  any  city,  borough  or  township  within  which  work  must 
be  commenced  and  the  railway  completed,  and  providing  that 
where  a  company  shall  receive  a  charter  to  build  a  road  on  any  street 
or  highway  no  other  charter  shall  be  granted  to  any  other  company 
to  occupy  the  same  street  or  highway  until  after  the  time  given 
to  the  first  company  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities 
and  begin  and  complete  its  work  shall  have  elapsed,  conferring  the 
right  to  acquire  property  by  purchase  for  certain  uses  of  the  cor- 
poration,' approved  the  seventh  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,"  be  re-committed  to  the  Committee 
on  City  Passenger  Railways. 

Which  was  agreed  to.

Agreeably  to  order, 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  first  reading  and  consideration  of 
bills  numbered  and  entitled  as  follows,  viz.:

And  said  bill  having  been  read  at  length  the  first  time, 
Ordered,  To  be  laid  aside  for  second  reading. 

The  private  secretary  of  the  Governor  being  introduced,  pre- 
sented several  communications,  in  writing  from  His  Excellency, 
which  were  read  as  follows,  viz:

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Gentlemen:  I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  Senate  bill 
No.  35,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the  Prevention  of  Idiocy." 

This  bill  has  what  may  be  called  with  propriety  an  attractive  title. 
If  idiocy  could  be  prevented  by  an  act  of  Assembly  we  may  be 
quite  sure  that  such  an  act  would  have  long  been  passed  and  ap- 
proved in  this  State,  and  that  such  laws  would  have  been  enacted 
in  all  civilized  countries.  The  subject  of  the  act  is  not  the  preven- 
tion of  idiocy,  but  it  is  to  provide  that  in  every  institution  in  the 
State  entrusted  with  the  care  of  idiots  and  imbecile  children,  a 
neurologist,  a  surgeon  and  a  physician  shall  be  authorized  to  per- 
form an  operation  upon  the  inmates  for  the  prevention  of  procrea- 
tion. The  title  is  imperfect  because  it  does  not  clearly  set  forth 
this  purpose.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  operation  is  not  described, 
but  it  is  such  an  operation  as  they  shall  decide  to  be  "^safest  and 
most  effective."  It  is  plain  that  the  safest  and  most  effective  method 
of  preventing  procreation  would  be  to  cut  the  heads  off  the  inmates, 
and  such  authority  is  given  by  the  bill  to  this  staff  of  scientific  ex- 
perts. It  is  not  probable  that  they  would  resort  to>.this  means  for 
the  prevention  of  procreation,  but  it  is  probable  that  they  would  en- 
deavor to  destroy  some  part  of  the  human  organism.  Scientists,  like 
all  other  men  whose  experiences  have  been  limited  to  one  pursuit, 
arid  whose  minds  have  been  developed  in  a  particular  direction,  some- 
times need  to  be  restrained.  Men  of  high  scientific  attainments  are 
prone  in  their  love  for  technique  to  lose  sight  of  broad  principles 
outside  of  their  domain  of  thought.  A  surgeon  may  possibly  be  so 
eager  to  advance  in  skill  as  to  be  forgetful  of  the  danger  to  his 
patient.  Anatomists  may  be  willing  to  gather  information  by  the 
infliction  of  pain  and  suffering  upon  helpless  creatures,  although  a 
higher  standard  of  conduct  would  teach  them  that  it  is  far  better 
for  humanity  to  bear  its  own  ills  than  to  escajK*  them  by  knowledge 
only  secured  through  cruelty  to  other  creatures.  This  bill,  what- 
ever good  might  possibly  result  from  it,  if  its  provisions  should  be- 
come a  law,  violates  the  principles  of  ethics.  These  feeble  minded 
and  imbecile  children  have  been  entrusted  to  the  institutions  by  their 
parents  or  guardians  for  the  purpose  of  training  and  instruction.  It 
is  proposed  to  experiment  upon  them,  not  for  their  in«truction,  but 
in  order  to  help  society  in  the  future.  It  is  to  be  done  without  their 
consent,  which  they  can  not  give,  and  without  the  consent  of  their 
parents  or  guardians,  who  arre  responsible  for  their  welfare.  It 
would  be  in  contravention  of  the  laws  which  have  been  enacted  for 
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the  establishment  of  these  institutions.  These  laws  have  in  con- 
templation the  training  and  the  instruction  of  the  children.  This 
bill  assumes  thai  thev  cannot  be  so  instructed  and  trained.  More- 
over,  the  course  it  is  proposed  to  pursue  would  have  a  tendency 
to  prevent  such  training  and  instruction.  Everyone  knows  whether 
he  be  a  scientist  or  an  ordinary  observer  that  to  destroy  virility  is 
to  lessen  the  capacity,  the  energy  and  the  spirit  which  leads  to  effort. 
The  bill  is,  furthermore,  illogical  in  its  thought.  Idiocy  will  not 
be  prevented  by  the  prevention  of  procreation  among  these  inmates. 
This  mental  condition  is  due  to  causes,  many  of  which  are  entirely 
beyond  our  knowledge.  It  existed  long  before  there  were  ever  such 
inmates  of  such  institutions.  If  this  plan  is  to  be  adopted,  to  make 
it  effective  it  should  be  carried  into  operation  in  the  world  at  large, 
and  not  in  institutions  where  the  inmates  are  watched  by  nurses, 
kept  separate,  and  have  all  the  care  which  is  likely  to  render  pro- 
creation there  are  very  rare,  if  not  altogether  impossible.  In  one  of 
these  institutions,  I  am  reliably  informed,  there  have  only  been 
three  births  in  ten  years.  A  grave  objection  is  that  the  bill 
would  encourage  experimentation  upon  living  animals  and  would 
be  the  beginning  of  experimentation  upon  living  human  beings, 
leading  logically  to  results  which  can  readily  be  forecasted.  The 
chief  physician  in  charge  at  Elwyn  has  candidly  told  us  in  an 
article  recently  published  upon  "^Heredity"  that  "Studies  in  heredity 
tend  to  emphasize  the  wisdom  of  those  ancient  peoples  who  taught 
that  the  healthful  development  of  the  individual  and  the  elimination 
of  the  weakling  was  the  truest  patriotism — springing  from  an  abid- 
ing sense  of  the  f ullillment  of  a  duty  to  the  State.''  To  permit  such 
an  operation  would  be  to  inflict  cruelty  upon  a  helpless  clas9  in 
the  community  which  the  State  has  undertaken  to  protect.  How- 
ever skillfully  performed,  it  would  at  times  lead  to  peritonitis,  blood 
poisoning,  lockjaw  and  death. 
For  these  reasons  the  bill  is  not  approved.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania : 

We,  the  undersigned.  Commissioners  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  to  meet  with  a  similar  Commission  on  the  part  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  said  State  of  New  Jersey  with  this  Oommonwealth  in  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  fish  hatchery  located  at  Tor- 
resdale, so  far  as  the  propagation  of  shad  and  other  river  fishes  is 
concerned,  and  in  securing  concurrent  fishery  laws  by  the  two 
States,  governing  and  regulating  fishing  in  the  Delaware  river,  beg 
leave  to  make  the  following  interlocutory  report: 
f  That  in  pursuance  of  the  joint  resolution  approved  March  one. 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  and  after  having 
met  and  duly  organized,  we  communicated  with  the  authorities  of 
said  State  oif  New  Jersey,  in  pursuance  of  which,  said  State,  by 
due  and  proper  enactment  of  its  Legislature,  created  a  Commission 
similar  to  this  one,  to  co-operate  with  this  Commission  for  the  pur- 
posoB  aforesaid  on  behalf  of  said  State  of  New  Jersey.  Tliat  this 
■Commission,  after  several  meetings  with  said  Oomraissioo  on  the 
part  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  at  Philadelphia,  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  at  Trenton,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  have  been 
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able  to  agree  with  said  Commission  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  u]>on  a  bill  to  be  enacted  into  a  law  by  the  Legislatures  of 
the  two  States,  thus  securing  concurrent  fishery  legislation  regulat- 
ing and  governing  fishing  in  the  Delaware  river,  a  copy  of  which 
bill,  following  this  report,  will  be  read  in  place,  and  presented  for 
enactment  into  law  by  the  present  Legislature. 

That  the  Legislature  of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  has  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  co-operating  with  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  the  fish  hatchery  at  Torresdale,  in  accordance 
with  the  request  of  this  Commission. 

That  said  Legislature,  having  adjourned  on  March  thirtieth,  one 
thousand  nine  luindred  and  five,  did  not  have  the  necessary  time 
in  which  to  pass  and  enact  into  law  the  aforesaid  bill  after  the  same 
had  been  agreed  upon,  and  therefore  the  enactment  of  the  same  by 
the  Legislature  of  said  State  of  New  Jersey  has  been  delayed  until 
the  next  session  of  said  Ix^gislature,  which  occurs  in  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  six,  at  which  time  this  Commission  is  assured  said 
State  will  enact  said  bill  into  law. 

That  representations  came  to  this  Commission  from  the  States 
of  New  Y*ork,  Delaware  and  Maryland,  that  they  also  desire  to  be- 
come parties  in  the  arrangement  with  Pennsylvania  for  concurrent 
fishery  legislation,  regulating  and  controlling  fishing  in  said  Dela- 
ware river,  where  the  same  is  the  dividing  line  between  Pennsyl- 
vania and  said  States,  respectively. 

The  Commission  makes  this  interlocutory  report  for  the  reason 
that  it  understands  that  its  duties  are  not  ended  until  the  desired 
legislation  is  secured,  or  until  a  reasonable  effort  to  secure  the  same 
fails. 

The  Commission  suggests  that  the  sum  of  |3,000.00  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  in  addition  to  (he  sum  already  appro 
priated  for  the  purposes  of  this  Commission  be  inserted  in  the 
general  appropriation  bill,  and  that  the  same,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  be  available  for  the  uses  of  this  Commission 
in  securing  concurrent  legislation  with  the  said  States  of  New  York 
and  Delaware,  similar  to  the  legislation  proposed  in  the  bill  afore- 
said, agreed  upon  between  this  Commission  and  the  said  Commission 
on  behalf  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.

To  amend  an  act  approved  the  fifth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  appoint  officers  of  said  court,"  so 
as  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  court  criers  and 
tipstaves  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
an  act  approved  the  fifth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen 
hundred  ^nd  seventy-five,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  to  appoint  officers  of  said  court,''  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  State  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

He  shall  every  three  months  make  a  report  of  the  condition  of  each 
working  face  in  each  colliery,  on  a  form  to  be  furnished  to  the  in- 
spectors by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  and  Mining,  designat- 
ing the  gangway  in  which  the  working  is  situated  and  the  breast 
number  of  said  working,* and  their  condition  shall  be  designated  by 
the  words  ^good,'  ^fair'  or  *bad,'  as  the  circumstances  may  warrant; 
and  the  said  report,  or  a  duplicate,  shall  be  placed  in  a  weather  or 
dustproof  case,  with  a  glass  front,  said  case  to  be  furnished  by  the 
operator  and  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  each  mine  opening, 
shaft,  slope  or  drift,  so  that  the  w^orkmen  have  easy  access  thereto. 
He  shall  certify  iji  said  report  that  the  employes  are  hoisted  to  the 
surface  or  given  access  thereto  according  to  law;  he  shall  attend 
every  inquest  held  by  .the  coroner  or  his  deputy  upon  the  bodies  of 
persons  killed  in  or  about  the  collieries  in  his  district;  he  shall  visit 
the  scene  of  the  accident  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  examination 
into  the  particulars  of  the  same,  w^herever  loss  of  life  or  serious 
personal  injury  occurs,  as  elsewhere  herein  provided  for,  and  make 
an  annual  report  of  his  proceedings  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Af- 
fairs of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  close  of  every  year,  enumerating 
all  the  accidents  in  and  about  the  collieries  in  his  district,  marking 
in  tabular  form  those  accidents  causing  death  or  serious  personal 
injury,  the  condition  of  the  workings  of  the  said  mines  with  regard 
to  the  safety  of  the  workmen  therein  and  the  ventilation  thereof,  and 
the  results  generally  shall  be  fully  set  forth;  and  such  duties  as  now 
are  or  hereafter  may  be  required  by  law." 

And  by  adding  to  the  end  of  the  section  the  following: 
Section  15.  Each  of  the  said  inspectors  shall  reside  in  the  dis- 
trict for  which  he  is  elected,  and  shall  give  his  whole  time  and  etten- 
tion  to  tiie  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  examine  all  the  collieries 
in  his  district  at  least  once  every  three  months,  as  often  in  addition 
thereto  as  the  necessities  of  the  case  or  the  condition  of  the  mines 
require.  He  shall  see  that  every  precaution  is  taken  to  secure  the 
safety  of  the  workmen  and  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  ob- 
served and  obeyed;  and  he  shall  personally  visit  each  working  face, 
and  see  that  the  air-current  is  carried  to  the  working  faces  and  is  of 
suflBcient  quantity  or  volume  to  thoroughly  ventilate  the  places.  He 
shall  every  four  months  make  a  report  of  the  condition  of  each 
working  face  in  each  colliery,  on  a  form  to  be  furnished  to  the  in- 
spectors by  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Mining,  de- 
signating the  gangway  in  which  the  working  is  situated,  and  the 
breast  number  of  said  working  and  their  condition  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  words,  good,  fair,  or  bad,  as  the  circumstances  may 
warrant;  and  the  said  report,  or  a  duplicate,  slmll  be  placed  in  a 
weather  or  dustproof  case,  with  a  glass  front;  said  case  to  be  fur- 
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nished  by  the  operator,  and  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  each 
mine  openiug,  shaft,  slope  or  drift,  so  that  the  workmen  have  easy 
access  thereto.     He  shall  certify  in  said  report  that  the  employes 
are  hoisted  to  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  given  access  thereto  ac- 
cording to  law;  he  shall  attend  every  inquest  held  by  the  coroner 
or  his  deputy  upon  the  bodies  of  persons  killed  in  or  about  the 
colliers  in  his  district;  he  shall  visit  the  scene  of  the  accident,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  an  examination  into  the  particulars  of  the 
same,  wherever  loss  of  life  or  serious  personal  injury  occurs,  as  else- 
where herein  provided  for,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  his  pro- 
ceedings to  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines  of  the  Common- 
wealth at  the  close  of  every  year,  enumerating  all  the  accidents  in 
and  about  the  collieries  in  his  district,  marking  in  tabular  form  those 
accidents  cansing  death  or  serious  personal  injury;  the  condition  of 
the  workings  of  the  said  mines  with  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  work- 
men therein  and  the  ventilation  thereof,  and  the  results  generally 
shall  be  fully  set  forth;  and  such  other  duties  as  now  are  or  hereafter 
may  be  required  by  law. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  section  as  amended  was  then  agreed  to.

No.  18,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to 
amend  clause  two  of  section  thirty-one  of  an  act,  entitled  *An 
act  to  pr,ovide  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  cor- 
porations,' approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  providing  for  in- 
creased rates  of  toll  upon  bridges  in  certain  cases,'  approved  the 
sixth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ei^ty-seven  authorizing  an  increase  of  said  tolls  in  certain  other 
cases." 

There  are  a  number  of  fatal  objections  to  this  bill.  Its  purpose 
is  to  amend  an  act  and  in  the  enacting  part  of  the  bill  there  is  no 
description  of  the  act  which  it  is  intended  to  amend.  While  pur- 
porting to  be  a  general  bill,  it  is  plain  that  it  is  an  instance  of 
special  legislation.  The  amendment  applies  only  to  a  case  where 
there  is  a  bridge  over  a  creek  or  river  more  than  two  thousand  feet 
in  width,  where  a  charter  had  been  granted  by  the  Legislature  to 
a  bridge  company  authorizing  them  to  fix  tolls  as  the  board  of  direc- 
tors may  determine,  where  the  bridge  has  been  destroyed  by  some 
casualty,  where  for  a  period  of  five  years  the  bridge  had  not  been 
rebuilt  and  where  another  company  has  obtained  a  charter  for  the 
erection  of  a  bridge  near  the  same  site.    It  is  extremely  unlikely 
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that  this  combiDatlon  of  circumstances  oould  have  occnrred  in  moro 
than  one  instance.     The  important  part  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment is  a  provision,  *^that  where  any  bridge  erected  over  any  creek 
or  river  exceeding  two  thousand  feet  in  width  under  special  charter 
authorizing  such  rate  of  tolls  as  the  managers  or  board  of  directors 
may  without  restriction  from  time  to  time  determine,  shall  have  been 
oi  may  hereafter  be  destroyed  by  fire,  Hood  or  any  other  casualty 
and  shall  not  have  been  rebuilt  under  said  charter  for  a  period  of 
five  years  any  corporation  created  under  existing  laws  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  a  bridge  on  or  near  the  same  site,  may  demand  and 
receive  tolls  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  directors, 
buch  tolls,  however,  in  any  one  year  not,  however,  to  exceed  six 
per  centum  upon  the  actual  cost  of  said  bridge  and  if  the  sum  total 
of  such  tolls  in  any  one  year  be  in  excess  of  six  per  centum  upon  the 
actual  cost  of  said  bridge,  then  such  excess  is  to  be  credited  upon 
The  succeeding  year."    This  language  gives  the  second  corporation 
the  right  to  erect  a  bridge  near  the  same  site  and  take  tolls.    There 
is  nothing  in  the  title  to  the  proposed  act  to  call  attention  to  this 
grant  of  power.     Since  a  charter  has  been  held  to  be  a  contract  with 
the  -State,  which  the  State  cannot  set  aside,  no  such  grant  of  power 
can  be  made  unless  in  some  way  the  preceding  corporation  has  for- 
feited or  surrendered  its  rights.    The  bill  provides  that  the  tolls 
shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  six  per  centum  upon  the  actual 
cost  of  the  bridge.    This  language  prohibits  the  directors  from  tak- 
ing such  tolls.    The  prohibition,  however,  is  at  once  abrogated  by 
the  direction  that  such  tolls  may  be  taken,  but  the  excess  is  to  be 
credited  to  the  succeeding  year.    The  two  provisions  are  incongru- 
ous.   It  is  also  plain  that  while  there  is  an  apparent  eflfort  to  restrict 
the  taking  of  tolls,  in  reality  there  is  no  restriction  whatever.    The 
excess  over  six  per  centum  is  to  be  credited  to  the  succeeding  year. 
When  that  year  arrives,  the  excess  is  again  to  be  credited  to  the 
next  succeeding  year  and  so  on  ad  infinitum. 
For  these  reasons  the  bill  is  not  approved.

^^Commissioner  of  Forestry  and  the  Forestry  Reservation  Com- 
mission to  give  to  boroughs  and  other  municipalities  the  privilege 
of  impounding  water  on  forest  reservations  owned  by  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  lines 
of  pipes  over  and  through  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
water  therefrom."

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pensylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  any 
person,  firm,  or  corporate  body  who  shall  by  himself,  herself  or  them- 
selves, or  by  his,  her  or  their  agents  or  servants,  manufacture,  sell, 
ship,  consign,  offer  for  sale  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession 
with  intent  to  sell,  any  fruit  syrup  which  contains  formaldehyde, 
sulphurous  acid  or  sulphites,  boric  acid  or  borates,  salicylic  acid 
or  salicyclates,  saccharine,  dulcin,  glucin,  beta,  napthol,  asaprol, 
fluorides,  fluroborate«,  fluosilicates  or  other  fluorine  compounds;  also 
all  coal  tar  dyes,  sulphate  of  copper,  and  all  other  coloring  mat- 
ter Injurious  to  health,  and  all  preservatives  or  their  compounds  in- 
jurious to  health,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeaner. 

Section  2.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  and  every  officer, 
agent,  servant  or  employe  of  such  person,  firm  or  ccJrporation  who 
violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  proper  county  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  sixty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  with  the  costs 
or  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  both,  at 
the  direction  of  the  court. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commis- 
sioner to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  which  purpose  he 
shall  have  the  same  power  which  is  given  him  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  authorizing  his  appointment. 

Section  4.  All  penalties  or  fines  which  may  be  recovered  in  any 
preceding  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  or  his  agent,  and  by  him  paid  into 
the  State  Treasurv  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  5.  The  act,  entitled  ^An  act  relative  to  adulteration  of 
natural  fruit  juice  and  providing  for  penalties  of  violations  thereof,' 
approved  the  second  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  one,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed."

An  act  to  regulate  the  employment  in  all  kinds  of  industrial 
establishments  of  women  and  children  employed  at  wages  or  salary 
by  regulating  the  age  at  which  minors  can  be  employed  and  the 
mode  of  certifying  the  same,  and  by  fixing  the  hours  of  labor  for 
women  and  minors;  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  all  employes  in  all 
industrial  establishments,  and  of  men,  women  and  children  in 
school  houses,  academies,  seminaries,  colleges,  hotels,  hospitals, 
storehouses,  office  buildings,  public  halls  and  places  of  amusements 
in  which  proper  fire  escapes,  exits  and  extinguishers  are  required; 
to  provide  for  the  health  of  all  employes  and  of  men,  women  and 
children  in  all  such  establishments,  store  houses  and  buildings  by 
proper  sanitary  appliances,  and  to  provide  for  tlw  appointment  of 
inspectors,  office  clerks  and  others,  who,  with  tlie  Chief  Factory 
Insj>ector,  shall  constitute  the  Department  of  Factory  Inspection 
to  enforce  the  same,  and  providing  penalties  for  violations  of  the 
provisions  thereof,  fixing  the  term  and  salaries  of  the  Chief  Fac- 
tory Inspector  and  his  appointees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  (leneral  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  term  establishment,  where  used  for  the  purpose  of  this  act, 
shall  mean  any  place  within  this  Commonwealth,  other  than  where 
domestic,  coal  mining  or  farm  labor  is  employed,  where  men,  women 
or  children  are  engaged  and  paid  a  salary  or  wages  by  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  and  where  such  men,  women  or  children  are 
employed  in  the  general  acceptance  of  the  term. 

Section  2.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  any  establishment. 

Section  3.  No  minor  under  sixteen  and  no  female  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  any  establishment  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  hours 
in  any  one  week,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than  twelve  hours  in  any 
one  day.  No  minor  under  sixte(»n  shall  bc^  employed  in  any  estab- 
lishment between  the  hours  of  nine  post  meridian  and  six  ante 
meridian:  Provided,  That  when*  th(»  material  in  process  of  manu- 
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facture  requires  the  application  of  manual  labor  for  an  extended 
period  after  nine  o'clock  post  meridian  to  prevent  waste  or  de- 
struction of  said  material,  male  minors  over  fourteen  years  of  age 
and  who  have  not  been  tnnployed  in  or  about  such  establishment 
between  the  hours  of  six  ante  meridian  and  nine  post  meridian 
may  be  employed  for  not  more  than  nine  consecutive  hours  in  any 
one  day  after  nine  post  meridian:  And  provided  further,  That  in 
establishments  where  night  work  is  hereby  permitted  to  prevent 
waste  or  destruction,  and  where  the  nature  of  th(»  employment 
requires  two  or  more  working  shifts  in  the  twenty-four  hours, 
males  over  fourteen  years  of  age  may  be  employed  partly  by  day 
and  partly  by  night:  Provided  said  employment  does  not  exceed 
nine  consecutive  hours,  and  provided  further  that  retail  mercantile 
establishments  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  section 
on  Saturday  of  each  week  and  during  a  period  of  twenty  days  be- 
ginning with  the  fifth  day  of  December  and  ending  with  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  the  same  month:  Provided,  That  during  the  said 
twenty  days  preceding  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  December  the 
working  hours  shall  not  exceed  ten  hours  per  day  or  sixty  hours 
per  week.  ^ 

Section  4.  No  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  permitted 
to  clean  or  oil  machinery  while  in  motion,  or  to  operate  or  other- 
wise have  the  care  or  custody  of  anv  elevator  or  lift. 

Section  5.  It  shall  b(*  unlawful  for  the  ownca*,  superintendent, 
lessee  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any  establishment  where  per- 
sons are  employed  for  wages  or  salary  to  employ  any  child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  unless  there  is  first 
provided  and  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  establishment  where 
said  child  is  employed  a  certificate,  in  the  form  provided  by  the 
Chief  Factory  Inspector,  which  certificate  shall  be  uniform  through- 
out the  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Factory  Inspector  or 
any  of  his  office  force,  the  deputy  factory  inspectors,  or  of  the 
city  or  borough  common  school  superintendents  within  their  various 
jurisdictions,  or  of  the  principal  teacher  of  the  common  schools  in 
localities  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  city  or  borough  super- 
intendent, or  of  their  resp(»ctive  duly  authorized  de])uties,  to  issue 
the  employment  certificate  hereinafter  prescribed.  No  principal 
teacher  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  said  employment  certificate 
within  any  district  over  which  a  superintendent  has  jurisdiction. 
The  district  of  such  city  or  borough  sui)erintendent  or  principal 
teacher  shall  be  the  same  as  that  in  which  the  child  seeking  an 
employment  certificate  resides. 

Section  6.  The  employment  certificate  shall  state  the  name,  age, 
date,  place  of  birth  and  description  (including  color  of  eyes,  hair 
and  complexion)  of  said  child,  its  residence  and  the  residence  of 
its  parent,  guardian  or  custodian,  and  the  ability  of  said  child  to 
read  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language,  that  it 
has  complied  with  the  educational  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
is  physically  able  to  perform  the  work  to  be  required  of  it. 

Provided,  That  before  any  such  certificate  of  employment  is  issued 
the  person  authorized  to  issue  the  same  shall  first  demand  and 
obtain  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  custodian  of  said  child  an  affi- 
davit, sworn  to  or  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  made  by  him  or  her,  stating  the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth 
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of  said  child,  and  shall  further  demand  and  obtain  a  certificate  of 
said  child's  birth  as  kept  by  any  public  authority  or  transcript  of 
the  record  of  its  birth,  baptism  or  circumcision  as  kept  by  any 
religious  denomination,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  foreign  born  child  (if 
such  evidence  of  age  be  lacking),  a  true  copy  of  the  passenger, 
manifest,  passport  or  oflScial  record  filed  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Immigration  at  the  port  of  arrival  as  corroborative 
evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  affidavit,  and 
shall  note  in  his  statement  as  aforesaid  the  character  of  such 
record  and  by  what  public  or  religious  authority  the  same  is  issued: 
Provided,  however,  That  where  no  such  transcript  of  public  or 
religious  record  or  passenger  manifest,  passport  or  official  record 
as  aforesaid  of  said  child's  age  is  obtainable,  the  same  may  be 
substituted  by  a  statement  signed  by  the  principal  teacher  of  the 
last  school  which  said  child  attended,  certifying  that  said  child  has 
received  instruction  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  English  grammar 
and  geography  and  is  familiar  with  the  fundamental  operations 
of  arithmetic,  and  has  completed  the  course  of  study  in  the  com- 
mon schools  prescribed  for  the  first  five  years,  or  a  course  of  study 
in  other  schools  equivalent  thereto.  At  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the 
employment  certificate  the  person  so  issuing  the  same  shall  make 
one  copy  thereof,  which  copy  shall  be  filed  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  its  issue  in  the  office  of  the  common  school  superin- 
tendent in  the  district  in  which  the  child  holding  the  certificate 
resides,  and  in  districts  not  having  such  a  superintendent  the  said 
copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  public.  The  certificate  of 
the  registration  of  birth,  baptism  or  circumcision,  or  in,  the  case 
of  a  foreign  born  child,  a  copy  of  passenger  manifest,  passport  or 
official  record  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such 
transcripts,  the  statement  of  the  principal  teacher  certifying  that 
such  child  has  received  instruction  as  prescribed,  as  well  as  the 
affidavit  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  custodian,  shall  be  filed  with 
a  copy  of  said  employment  certificate.  The  certificate,  when  issue, 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  said  child,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
surrender  of  the  certificate  to  him  or  her  by  the  employer  when- 
ever said  child  shall  leave  the  service  of  any  employer  holding  the 
certificate. 

Section  7.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  employing  girls  or 
adult  women  in  any  establishment  shall  provide  suitable  seats  for 
their  use,  and  shall  permit  such  use  when  the  employes  are  not 
necessarily  engaged  in  active  duties. 

Section  8.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  employing  males  aud 
females  in  the  same  establishment  shall  provide  for  such  employes 
suitable  and  proper  wash  and  dressing  rooms  and  water  closets 
for  males  and  females,  and  the  water  closets,  wash  and  dressing 
rooms  used  by  females  shall  not  adjoin  those  used  by  males,  but 
shall  be  built  entirely  away  from  them  and  shall  be  properly 
screened  and  ventilated,  and  all  water  closets  shall  at  all  times  be 
kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

Section  9.  No  less  than  one  hour  shall  be  allowed  for  the  noon- 
day meal  in  any  establishment.  But  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector 
mav  for  good  cause  reduce  the  time  for  the  noon-day  meal  in  es- 
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tablishments  where  all  the  other  provisions  of  this  act  are  observed 
which  entail  duties  upon  the  part  of  employes. 

Section  10.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  employing  men, 
women  or  children  in  any  establishment  shall  post  and  keep  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  room  where  such  help  is  employed 
a  printed  copy  of  the  factory  laws,  a  printed  notice  stating  the 
number  of  hours  per  day  for  each  day  of  the  week  required  of 
such  persons,  and  in  every  room  where  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  age  are  employed  a  list  of  their  names  with  their  ages. 

Section  11.  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  an  establishment 
where  machinery  is  used  shall  provide  belt  shifters  or  other  me- 
chanical contrivances  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  on  or  off  belts 
or  pulleys.  Whenever  practicable  all  machinery  shall  be  provided 
with  loose  pulleys.  All  vats,  pans,  saws,  planers,  cogs,  gearing, 
belting,  sliafting,  set  screws,  grind-stones,  emery-wheels,  fly-wheels 
and  machinery  of  every  description  shall  be  properly  guarded.  The 
floor  space  of  no  working  room  in  any  establishment  shall  be  so 
crowded  with  machinery  as  thereby  to  cause  risk  to  the  life  or 
limb  of  an  employe,  nor  shall  there  be  in  any  establishment  ma- 
chinery in  excess  of  hhe  sustaining  power  of  the  floors  and  walls 
thereof.  No  person  shall  remove  or  make  ineffective  any  safe- 
guard around  or  attached  to  machinery,  vafs  or  pans  while  the 
same  are  in  use  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediately  making  re- 
pairs thereto,  and  all  such  safeguards  so  removed  shall  be  properly 
replaced.  Exhaust  fans  of  sufficient  power  or  other  sufficient  de- 
vices shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  poisonous 
fumes  and  gases  and  dust  from  emery-wheels,  grind-stones  and  other 
machinery  creating  dust.  If  a  machine  or  any  part  thereof  is  in 
a  dangerous  condition  or  is  not  properly  guarded,  the  use  thereof 
may  be  prohibited  by  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  by  his  deputy, 
and  a  notice  to  that  effect  shall  be  attached  thereto.  Such  notice 
shall  not  be  removed  until  the  machinery  is  made  safe  and  the 
required  safeguards  are  provided,  and  in  the  mc^antime  such  unsafe 
or  dangerous  machinery  shall  not  be  used. 

Section  12.  Hhd  owner,  agent,  lessee,  superintendent  or  other 
person  having  charge  or  managerial  control  of  any  establishment, 
hotel,  hospital,  apartment  house  or  other  building  where  elevators, 
hoisting  shafts,  lifts  or  well  holes  are  used  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  properly  and  substarrtially  enclosed,  secur(;d  or  guarded,  and 
shall  provide  such  proper  traps  or  automatic  doors  so  fastened 
in  or  at  all  elevator  ways  except  elevators  enclosed  on  all  sides 
as  to  form  a  substantial  surface  w^hen  closed,  and  so  constructed 
as  to  open  and  close  by  action  of  the  elevator  in  its  passage,  either 
ascending  or  descending.  The  cable  gearing  or  other  apparatus 
of  elevators,  bolsters  or  lifts  shall  be  kept  in  a  safe  condition: 
Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes. 

Section  13.  The  owner,  agent,  lessee  or  other  person  having 
charge  or  managerial  control  of  any  establishment  shall  provide 
or  cause  to  be  provided  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic 
feet  of  air  space  for  each  and  every  person  in  every  work  room 
in  said  establishment  where  persons  are  employed,  and  shall  pro- 
vide that  all  work  rooms,  halls  and  stairways  in  said  establishment 
shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  and  properly  lighted. 
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Section  14.  No  pt^rson,  firm  or  corportion  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture or  sale  of  clothing  or  other  wearing  apparel,  cigars  or 
cigarettes  shall  bargain  or  contract  with  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration for  the  manufacture  or  partial  manufacture  of  any  of 
said  articles  or  goods  wh(*re  the  same  are  to  be  made  in  any  kitchen, 
living  room  or  bed  room  in  any  t(^nement  house  or  dwelling  house 
except  where  the  persons  bargaining  or  contracting  to  make  or 
partially  make  any  of  the  aforesaid  articles  or  goods  are  resident 
members  of  the  family  residing  in  such  tenc^nent  house  or  dwelling 
house  where  the  said  articles  or  goods  are  to  be  made  or  partially 
made,  and  who  have  furnished  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  said  articles  or  goods  and  with 
whom  the  bargain  or  contract  is  to  be  made  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  health  of  the  citv  or  town  in  which  such  tenement  house 
or  dwelling  house  is  s:ituated  that  the  same  is  free  from  any  infec- 
tious or  contagious  disease,  which  certificate  may  be  revoked  by 
the  board  of  health  wlu^never  the  exigencies  of  the  (*ase  shall  re- 
quire: Provided,  That  the  term  family  in  this  section  shall  include 
only  the  parents  and  their  children  or  the  children  of  either. 

Section  15.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture or  sale  of  any  of  the  articles  or  goods  enumerated  in  sec- 
tion fourteen  of  this  act  shall  bargain  or  contract  with  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  for  the  manufacture  or  partial  manufacture 
of  any  of  the  said  articles  or  goods  in  any  workshop  not  part  of 
a  tenement  or  dwelling  house  unless  the  said  workshop  shall  have 
been  inspected  by  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  by  one  of  his 
deputies,  and  who  shall  have  issued  a  printed  permit  to  the  person 
in  charge  of  such  workshop  stating  that  the  same  is  in  a  clean  and 
safe  and  sanitary  condition,  and  fixing  the*  nmximum  limit  to  the 
number  of  persons  who  may  be  employed  therein,  the  permit  to 
be  posted  and  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  such  workshop: 
Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  aiiply  to  any  workshop  wherein 
the  afresaid  articles  or  goods  are  manufactured  for  the  general 
trade  and  are  to  be  sold  and  delivered  in  or  upon  the  premises  and 
are  not  manufactured  or  partially  manufactured  under  a  bargain 
or  contract  with  any  person,  firm  or  corjwration  employed  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  the  article  aforesaid. 

Section  16.  Whenever  the  sanitary  condition  of  any  workshop,  as 
defined  in  section  fifteen,  is  dangerous  to  the  health  and  safety  of 
the  employes  therein  or  to  the  public,  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector 
or  his  deputy  shall  cancel  the  permit  aforesaid  and  shall  order 
that  the  workshop  be  vacated  until  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
have  been  complied  with  and  the  workshop  restored  to  proper 
sanitary  condition. 

Section  17:  All  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  or  baking  of  bread,  cakes,  crackers,  pastry,  pretzels 
or  macaroni  for  public  sale  shall  keep  their  room  or  rooms  for 
baking,  mixing,  storing  or  sale  of  flour  or  other  grain  products 
separate  and  apart  from  any  sleeping  room,  water  closet,  urinal, 
defective  drain  or  sewer  pipe,  and  shall  not  permit  the  harboring 
of  any  domestic  animal  therein.  The  floors  of  all  baking,  mixing, 
storing  and  sales  rooms  shall  be  kept  clean  and  tightly  joined  and 
free  from  crevices,  and  the  walls  and  ct^ilings  shall  be  painted,  kal- 
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Bomined  or  whitewashed  as  often  as  twice  in  each  year,  and  oftener 
if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy  the 
safety  of  the  employes  or  the  public  shall  require. 

Section  18.  When  the  foregoing  provisions  of  section  seventeen 
are  complied  with,  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy  shall 
issue  to  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  such  bakeshop  a  permit 
stating  that  the  same  is  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  which 
permit  shall  be  posted  and  kept  posted  in  the  office  or  salesroom 
of  the  bakeshop  aforesaid;  but  when  any  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  section  seventeen  are  not  being  complied  with  in  any 
bakeshop,  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy  shall  issue  to 
the  person  in  charge  or  bis  representative  a  written  order  to  comply 
with  the  law  aforesaid  within  ten  days,  or  he  may  order  the  closing 
of  any  such  bakeshop  until  the  order  shall  have  been  complied  with 
should  the  safety  of  the  (auployes  or  the  public  in  his  opinion  so 
require. 

Section  19.  All  boilers  used  for  generating  steam  or  heat  in  any 
establishment  shall  be  kept  in  good  order,  and  the  owner,  agent 
or  lessee  of  such  establishment  shall  have  said  boilers  inspected 
by  a  casualty  company  in  which  said  boilers  are  insured,  or  by  any 
other  competent  person  approved  by  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector, 
once  in  twelve  months,  and  shall  file  a  certificate  showing  the  result 
thereof  in  the  office  of  such  establishment,  and  shall  send  a  dupli- 
cate thereof  to  the  Department  of  Factory  Inspection.  Each  boiler 
or  nest  of  boilers  used  for  generating  steam  or  heat  in  any  estab- 
lishment shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  safety  valve  and  with 
steam  and  water  gauges,  to  show  respectiv(»ly  (lie  pressure  of  steam 
and  the  height  of  water  in  the  boilers.  Every  boiler  house  in  which 
a  boiler  or  nest  of  boilers  is  placed  shall  be  providc^d  with  a  steam 
gauge  properly  connected  with  the  boilers,  and  another  steam  gauge 
shall  be  attached  to  the  steam  pipe  in  the  engine  house,  and  so 
placed  that  the  engineer  or  fireman  can  readily  ascertain  the  pres- 
sure carried.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  boilers  which 
are  regularly  inspected  by  competent  inspectors  acting  under  local 
laws  and  ordinances. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  superintendent 
of  any  establishment  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Chief  Factory  In- 
spector every  serious  accident  or  serious  injury  done  to  any  person 
in  his  or  her  employ  where  such  accident  or  serious  injury  occurred 
in  or  about  the  premises  where  employed  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  accident  or  injury  occurs,  staling  as  fully  as  possible  the 
cause  of  such  accident  or  injury,  and  in  all  fatal  and  serious  acci- 
dents the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  dejjuty  may  subpoena 
witnesses,  administer  oaths  and  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  in 
order  to  make  a  thorough  and  complete  investigation  of  the  same: 
Provided,  however.  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  as  interfering  with  the  duties  of  coroners  under  existing 
laws. 

Section  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  superintendent, 
assistant  or  person  in  charge  of  any  establishment  to  furnish  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy  any  in- 
formation required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  Chief 
Factory  Inspector  and  his  deputies  shall  have  authority  to  inspect 
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any  such  eBtablishment  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  22.  That  wherever  the  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
owner,  lessee  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any  building  or  room  or 
rooms  in  any  building  to  erect  and  maintain  fire  escapes  or  ap- 
pliances for  the  extinguishment  of  fire  or  for  proper  and  sufficient 
exits  in  case  of  fire  or  panic,  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his 
deputy  shall  inspect  all  said  buildings  or  the  room  or  rooms  in  said 
buildings  and  notify  the  owners,  lessees  or  other  persons  in  charge 
of  same  to  comply  with  said  law.  And  all  fire  escapes,  exits  and 
fire  extinguishing  appliances  shall  be  provided  and  located  by  order 
of  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  cities 
of  the  first  and  second  classes. 

Section  23.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  sections  of  this  act,  or  who  suffers  any  female  minor  or 
a  child  to  be  employed  in  or  about  his  or  her  establishment  in  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act, 
or  who,  being  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  sections  five  and  six  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  an  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term 
not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days  for  each  and  every 
such  violation.  In  all  cases  the  prosecution  shall  be  instituted  in 
the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  by  the  deputy  factory  inspector 
of  the  district  where  the  offense  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed, 
and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  by  the  alderman,  justice  of  the 
peace  or  other  committing  magistrate  before  whom  the  information 
is  lodged.  After  full  hearing  of  the  parties- in  interest  the  alder- 
man, justice  of  the  peace  or  other  committing  magistrate  shall,  if 
the  evidence  warrants  it,  impose  the  penalty  herein  provided,  which 
shall  be  final  to  the  party  against  whom  the  penalty  is  imposed 
unless  the  party  upon  whom  the  penalty  is  imposed  shall  furnish 
good  and  sufficient  bail  for  his  or  her  appearance  at  the  next  term 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  wherein  the  offense 
is  alleged  to  have  been  committed. 

Section  24.  All  fines  imposed  and  collected  for  any  violation  of 
this  act  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Fac- 
tory Inspection,  who  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  25.  The  Chief  Factory  Inspector  shall  prepare  the  form 
of  the  employment  certificate  for  children,  and  the  permits,  blanks, 
orders  and  notices  required  by  this  act,  the  same  to  be  printed  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  regulating  printing  and  publishing  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing  and  Bind- 
ing. He  shall  also  divide  the  State  into  inspection  districts  and 
assign  one  of  the  deputy  factory  inspectors  to  each  district,  and 
may  transfer  any  of  the  said  inspectors  from  one  district  to  an- 
other, and  make  such  rules  and  regulations  governing  their  em- 
ployment as  the  best  interests  of  the  sernce  shall  require.  And 
he,  the  deputy  factory  inspector  and  those  employed  in  the  office 
of  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  shall  have  the  same  power  to  ad- 
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minister  oatlis  or  affirmatious  as  is  now  given  to  notaries  public 
in  all  cases  where  any  person  desires  to  verify  documents  necessary 
and  incident  to  the  issuing  of  employment  certilicates  for  children. 

Section  26.  After  the  lirst  day  of  January  in  each  year,  the  Chief 
Factory  Jnsjiector  shall  compile  or  cause  to  be  compiled  a  succinct 
statistical  and  narrative  report,  to  be  addressed  to  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  of  the  work  of  his  department  for  the  year 
ending  December  thirty-first. 

Section  27.  To  more  effectually  secure  the  observance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  the  fire  escape  laws,  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  a  (^hief 
Factory  Inspector  for  a  term  of  four  years  at  a  salary  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  and  who  shall  appoint  a  chief  clerk  at  a 
salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  a  statistician  at  a  salary 
of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  an  assistant  clerk  at  a 
salary  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  a  messenger,  who 
shall  be  a  typewriter,  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  and  thirty-nine  dejmty  factory  insp<»ctors,  five  of  whom 
shall  be  women,  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  each  per 
annum  and  their  necessary  traveling  expenses,  the  Chief  Factory 
Inspector  and  his  appointees  aforesaid  to  constitute  the  Depart- 
ment of  Factory  Inspection. 

Section  28.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Mr.  Sisson,  from  the  Committee  of  Conference,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  differences  existing  between  the  two  Houses  in  relation 
to  Senate  bill  No.  105,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  Senate  Bill  No.  105. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering Senate  bill  No.  105,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  classify  the  species 
of  fish  in  such  parts  of  boundary  lakes  of  more  than  five  thousand 
acres  as  this  Commonwealth  has  jurisdiction  over  and  in  waters 
on  any  peninsula  or  in  any  bay  adjacent  to  or  connected  with  such 
lakes,  to  declare  which  fish  are  game  fish,  which  fish  are  food  fish, 
minor  food  fish  and  minnows,  or  bait  fish,  to  protect  and  provid^ 
for  the  maintenance  and  increase  of  fish  in  such  lakes,  to  regulate 
and  provide  for  the  payment  of  license  fe(»s  for  the  catching  of  fish 
from  such  boundary  lakes,  and  to  provide  penalties  and  punish- 
ments for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to 
repeal  all  acts  inconsistent  herewith,"  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing amended  bill  as  their  report:

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An  act  to  classify  the  species  of  fish  in  such  parts  of  boundary 
lakes  of  more  than  five  thousand  acres  as  this  Commonwealth  has 
jurisdiction  over,  and  in  waters  on  any  peninsula  or  in  any  bay 
adjacent  to  or  connected  with  such  lakes,  to  declare  which  fish  are 
game  fish,  which  fish  are  food  fish,  minor  food  fish  and  ipinnows, 
or  bait  fish,  to  protect  and  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  in- 
crease of  fish  in  such  laltes,  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  payment 
of  license  fees  for  the  catching  of  fish  from  such  boundary  lakes, 
and  to  provide  penalties  and  punishments  for  any  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  inconsistent 
herewith. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
in  such  part  or  parts  of  lakes  of  more  than  five  thousand  acres 
lying  between  this  and  any  other  State  or  foreign  country  as  this 
Commonwealth  has  jurisdiction  over,  and  in  any  water  on  any 
peninsula  or  in  any  bay  adjacent  to  or  connected  with  such  lake, 
the  following  named  species  of  fish  are  hereby  made  specifically 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  wit:  All  species  or  varieties 
of  black  or  yellow  bass,  rock  bass,  calico  bass  or  strawberry  bass, 
crappie,  muscallogne  and  grass  pike,  which  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  are  hereby  classified  and  hereinafter  designated  as  game  fish, 
and  white  fish,  cisco  or  lake  herring,  yellow  perch,  blue  pike,  wall- 
eyed pike,  pike-perch,  sand-pike,  lake  trout  and  sturgeon,  which  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  are  hereinafter  designated  as  food  fish.  All 
other  species  of  fish  not  described  above  shall  hereafter  be  known 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act  as  minor  food  fish,  excepting  minnows 
and  killifishes,  which  shall  hereafter  for  the  purx)oses  of  this  act 
be  designated  as  minnows  or  bait  fish. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  or  capture  any 
game  fish  in  an.y  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Common- 
wealth described  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  in  any  manner  or 
with  any  device  or  appliance  or  by  any  means  whatsoever  except 
a  rod  and  line  having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or  with  a  hand- 
line  having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or  with  a  trolling  line  with 
spoon  hooks  attached,  or  for  food  fish  or  minor  food  fish  with  any 
device  not  specifically  permitted  in  this  act.  Any  person  violating 
any  provision  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  undergo 
an  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each 
dollar  of  fine  unpaid  except  where  otherwise  provided,  and  any 
device,  appliances  or  boats  used  in  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Department  of  Fisheries. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  any  kind  of  fish 
in  any  bay  or  in  any  waters  on  any  peninsula  described  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act  with  nets  or  devices  or  means  of  any  kind  except 
a  rod  and  line  having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or  with  a  hand- 
line  having  not  more  than  three  hooks  attached,  or  with  a  trolling 
line  with  spoon-hooks  attached  ^t  any  time  in  the  year:  Provided, 
That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  minnow  nets  for  angling  or  scientific  purposes,  or  to 
prohibit  the  Department  of  Fisheries  from  catching  fish  at  any 
time  of  the  year  with  nets  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  other  waters, 
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or  for  taking  spawn,  or  from  removing  by  means  of  nets  by  con- 
tract or  otherwise  any  fish  which  it  may  deem  injurious  to  other 
game  or  food  fishes.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  and  all  nets,  devices,  ap- 
pliances or  boats  used  in  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Department  of  Fisheries. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  and  kill  in  any 
waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commonwealth  described  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act  or  have  in  possession,  either  alive  or 
dead,  any  rock  bass,  crappie,  strawberry  or  calico  bass  less  than 
five  inches  in  length,  or  any  species  of  black  or  yellow  bass,  or  any 
grass  pike  less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  muscallonge  less 
than  fifteen  inches  in  length.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  unlawfully  caught,  killed 
or  had  in  possession,  or  in  default  of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  th6 
county  jail  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  unpaid. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons  or 
corporation  to  place  or  allow  to  pass  into  or  upon  any  part  of  any 
lake  described  in  this  act,  or  in  any  of  the  bays,  inlets,  arms  thereof, 
any  dead  fish,  fish  offal,  contents  of  tannery  vats,  coal-tar,  gas-tar, 
sawdust  or  planing  mill  shavings,  or  any  other  deleterious  sub- 
stance. Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  be  subjected  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  in  default  of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for 
a  period  of  three  months. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  any  waters  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  over  which  this  Common- 
wealth has  jurisdiction,  with  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  torpedoes, 
electricity,  quicklime  or  with  any  kind  of  explosives  or  x>oisonous 
substance,  or  to  place  such  substances  in  any  such  waters  except 
for  engineering  purposes  when  written  permission  has  been  given 
therefor  by  the  proper  nation.  State,  city  or  county  official  or  offi- 
cials. Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  or 
imprisonment  of  six  months  in  the  county  jail. 

Section  7.  That  in  all  cases  of  arrest  made  for  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  sections  of  this  act  the  possession  of  the  fishes  pro- 
hibited by  such  section  or  the  possession  of  a  net,  nets  or  other 
device  at  or  near  a  place  where  the  use  of  such  net,  nets  or  other  de- 
vice is  prohibited  by  such  section  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
violation  of  such  section  or  sections. 

Section  8.  Any  person  or  persons  catching  or  selling  game  or 
food  fish  or  minor  food  fish  from  the  waters  of  any  part  of  any  lake 
described  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  making 
compost  or  other  fertilizing  mixture,  or  who  makes  use  of  fish  for 
such  purposes  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Department 
of  Fisheries,  shall  on  conviction  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  or  an  imprisonment  of  three  months  in  the  county 
jail,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  or  court  before 
whom  conviction  was  had. 
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Section  9.  That  no  net  of  any  description  shall  be  set,  fastened, 
drawn  or  used  within  two  miles  of  the  entrance  of  any  bay  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  nor  shall  any  gill  net  be  set 
within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  any  other  portion  of  the  shore 
of  the  part  of  any  lake  over  which  this  Commonwealth  has  juris- 
diction described  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  nor  shall  any  other 
net  or  nets  other  than  gill-nets  and  nets  fastened  to  and  supported 
by  poles  driven  in  the  ground  be  set,  fastened,  drawn  or  used  within 
seventeen  miles  from  such  entrance  to  any  bay  described  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  measurer  by  the  water's  edge  of  any  of  the 
aforesaid  lakes,  and  from  the  shore  at  the  nearest  point.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  con- 
viction be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  in  default 
of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  i)eriod  of  three 
months. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  com- 
pany or  corporation  operating  nets  or  devices  of  whatsoever  descrip- 
tion or  character  in  the  waters  of  any  part  of  any  lake  described  in 
this  act  to  capture  and  kill  any  sturgeon  under  three  feet  in  length  or 
to  have  in  possession  the  carcasses  or  flesh  of  any  sturgeon  of  less 
than  three  feet  in  length.  Any  sturgeon  of  less  than  three  feet 
fn  length  which  may  be  captured  must  be  returned  forthwith  to 
the  waters  with  care  and  the  least  possible  injury.  Any  person, 
persons,  company  or  corporation  violsiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  sturgeon  illegally  captured,  killed  or  had  in 
possession,  or  in  default  of  payment  be  imprisoned  in*  the  county 
jail  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  unpaid. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  one  person  to  catch  or 
kill  more  than  ten  black  or  yellow  bass  in  any  one  day.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish  so  capture 
and  killed  over  and  above  the  amount  herein  named,  or  in  default 
of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  one 
day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  unpaid. 

Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  with  anv  nets  or 
other  devic(»s  of  any  description  excepting  a  rod  and  line  having 
not  more  than  three  hooks,  or  a  hand-line  having  not  more  than 
three  hooks,  or  with  a  trolling  line  with  spoon  hooks  attached  in 
any  waters  of  any  part  of  any  lakes  described  in  this  act  over  which 
this  Commonwealth  has  jurisdiction  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember of  any  year  to  the  fift(M»nth  day  of  March  of  the  succeeding 
year.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  use,  set  or  fish  with  any 
nets  or  other  devices  whatsoever  excepting  those  described  in  this 
section  during  the  period  named  shall  on  conviction  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  each 
person  convicted  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period 
of  three  months,  and  all  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used,  to 
gether  with  any  fish  which  may  have  been  caught,  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  Department  of  Fisheries. 

Section  13.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  any  part  of  the 
waters  described  in  this  act  over  which  the  Commonwealth  has 
jurisdiction  with  any  gill  net  having  a  mesh  less  than  three  and  one- 
eighth  inches,  stretched  measure,  or  with  any  pound  net  with  the 
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net  of  the  entire  crib  having  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  inc}ies,  stretched  measure,  or  one  and  one-fourth  inch  bar* 
Any  person  or  persons  Ashing  at  any  time  of  the  year  with  gill  nets 
or  pound  nets  having  meshes  of  less  size  than  those  herein  de- 
scribed shall  on  conviction  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  each  person  convicted  shall  be 
confined  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  three  months,  and  all 
boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used,  together  with  any  fish  caught, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Department  of  Fisheries. 

Section  14.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons, 
company  or  corporation  to  operate  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish 
any  boat,  boats,  net,  nets  or  device  whatsoever  except  a  rod  and 
line  having  not  more  than  three  hooks  or  a  hand-line  having  not 
more  than  three  hooks,  or  with  a  trolling  line  with  spoon  hooks 
attached,  or  with  set  line  with  hooks  attached  in  any  part  of  any 
lakes  described  in  this  act  over  which  the  Commonwealth  has  juris- 
diction without  having  first  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Department 
of  Fisheries  the  following  amounts  as  license  fees,  to  wit:  For 
each  row  or  sail  boat  used  in  fishing  with  gill  nets,  five  dollars; 
for  each  boat  of  any  other  kind  under  ten  tons  gross  burden  so 
used,  ten  dollars;  for  each  boat  of  any  kind  of  from  ten  to  twenty 
tons  gross  burden  so  used,  fifteen  dollars;  for  each  boat  of  any 
kind  over  twenty  tons  gross  burden  so  used,  twenty  dollars;  for 
each  pound  net,  ten  dollars,  for  each  fyke  net,  one  dollar;  for  any 
other  form  of  net  or  device,  not  less  than  one  dollar  or  more  than 
five  dollars,  as  the  Department  of  Fisheries  may  determine,  and 
any  person,  company  or  corporation  operating  or  employing  others 
to  operate  any  boat,  net,  device  or  devices  without  having  procured 
from  the  Department  of  Fisheries  a  license  as  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  this  act,  authorizing  him,  them  or  it  so  to  do,  shall  on 
conviction  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  or  in 
default  of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period 
of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  unpaid,  and  all  acts,  devices  and 
boats  and  appliances  used  in  operation  of  said  nets  or  devices 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Department  of  Fisheries. 

Section  15.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
save  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  or  their  lawful  representatives, 
to  remove  or  take  fish  from  any  device  which  has  been  duly  licensed 
and  operated  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any  person 
or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
fish  so  unlawfully  taken,  provided  the  total  amount  of  fine  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  taking  at  any  one  time,  and  in 
default  of  payment  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period 
of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  unpaid,  and  any  fish  recovered 
shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  net  or  devices 
from  which  they  were  taken,  and  all  boats  and  appliances  used  in 
taking  the  fish  unlawfully  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Department  of 
Fisheries. 

Section  16.  That  whenever  any  person,  persons,  company  or  cor- 
poration shall  apply  to  the  T>epartment  of  Fisheries  for  a  license  to 
operate  any  boat,  boats,  net  or  nets  or  other  device  in  any  waters 
in  which  they  may  be  used  legally  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  Department  of  Fisheries  shall,  upon  receiving  the  fees  pro- 
vided in  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act,  issue  such  license  duly 
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Bigiied  by  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  which  license  shall  hold 
good  from  the  time  it  is  issued  until,  the  close  of  the  calendar  year 
in  which  it  is  issued,  and  shall  be  carried  by  the  operator  or  operators 
of  said  boat,  boats,  net  or  nets,  device  or  devices  while  they  are 
being  used:  Provided,  however,  That  no  license  shall  be  issued  to 
a  non-resident  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  nor  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  a  tug  or  fish-boat,  authorizing  such  owner  or 
owners  to  operate  such  boat  or  boats  in  any  waters  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act  mentioned  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  unless 
the  same  be  enrolled  at  some  port  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Said  license  must  be  shown  on  demand  of  any  fish  war- 
den, constable,  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff.  Fish  Commissioner  or  any 
authorized  representative  of  the  Department  of  Fisheries.  Any 
person  having  such  license  in  his  possession  and  refusing  to  show 
it  on  demand  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  or  be 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each 
dollar  of  fine  unpaid. 

Section  17.  That  all  moneys  collected  as  license  fees  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  Department  of  Fisheries 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Commonwealth  shall  place  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fisheries  for  its  work  in  fish  propagation  and  protection 
in  any  lake  described  in  this  act,  and  such  moneys  shall  not  merge 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  18.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  one- 
half  of  the  fines  collected  for  violations  of  any  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  informer;  the  other  half  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Department  of  Fisheries,  and  the  Department  of 
Fisheries  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Common- 
'wealth,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  place  the 
same  to  the  credit  of  the  Dei)artment  of  Fisheries  for  its  use  in 
the  work  of  fish  proj)agation  and  protection  and  shall  not  merge 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  vear. 

Section  19.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  any  Fish 
Commissioner,  fish  warden,  deputy  warden,  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff, 
constable  or  any  special  officer  or  any  peace  officer  in  this  Com- 
monwealth is  herebv  authorized  and  commanded  to  forthwith  seize 
anv  net,  nets  or  device  whatsoever  that  mav  be  used  in  violation 
of  any  i)rovisions  of  this  act  and  turn  the  same  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fislieries,  and  thev  are  herebv  authorized  and  commanded 
to  forthwith  apprehend  and  arrest  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
be  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  take 
him  or  them  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or  other 
legally  "constituted  authority,  and  thereupon  make  charge  of  such 
violation  of  the  law  or  any  of  the  provisions  thereof,  and  the 
magistrate  shall  forthwith  hear  and  determine  the  charj:e  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act.  And  in  case  anv  Fish  Commissioner,  fish  warden 
or  any  other  officer  named  above  fails  to  prove  his  case  and  the 
defendant  or  defendants  are  discharged,  or  in  case  the  defendant 
or  defendants  are  convicted  and  are  sent  to  jail  in  lieu  of  the  pay- 
ment of  fine  or  fines,  pc^nalty  or  penalties,  the  county  in  which  the 
case  is  heard  shall  pay  the  costs.  Such  arrests  m<iy  be  also  made 
on  Sunday,  in  which  case  the  ])erson  or  persons  shall  be  taken  before 
the  proper  officer  and  proceeded  against  on  a  week  day  following 
the  arrest. 
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Section  20.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  alderman  or  magistrate,  upon  information  or 
complaint  being  made  before  him  by  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more 
persons,  charging  any  person  with  having  violated  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  is  hereby  required  and  authorized  to  issue  his 
warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  directed  to  any  constable,  police 
officer  or  warden,  requiring  such  person  or  persons  to  be  arrested 
and  brought  before  such  justice  of  tlie  peace,  alderman  or  magis-

Ordered,  That  said  bill  as  amended  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Scott, 
That  the  Senate  take  a  recess  until  this  evening  at  8.30  o'clock.

The  hour  of  8.30  having  arrived  and  the  Senate  being  in  session, 

Mr.  Scott,  from  the  Committee  of  Conference,  to  which  was 
referred  the  differences  existing  between  the  two  Houses  in  rela- 
tion to  Senate  bill  No.  441,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  ordered  to  be  printed: 

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  Senate  Bill  No.  441. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  of  Conference  on  Senate  bill 
No.  441,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this 
Commonwealth,  approved  the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  by  amending  section  one 
of  article  three  by  vesting  in  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  certain  powers  therein  given  to  the  Mayor,  and 
amending  section  one  of  article  twelve  of  said  act  by  providing  for 
the  election  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  select  and  common  councils  of  cities  of  the  first  class, 
and  providing  for  their  removal,,'  hereby  submit  the  following 
report :

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An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ^An  act  to  provide  for  the  better 
government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth/  ap- 
proved the  first  day  of  Jnne,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  by  amending  section  one  of  article  three 
of  said  act  by  vesting  in  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  certain  powers  therein  given  to  the  Mayor,  and  amending 
section  one  of  article  twelve  of  said  act  by  providing  for  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  the  members  of 
the  select  and  common  councils  of  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  pro- 
viding for  their  removal." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  so  much  of  section  one,  article  three,  of  the  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class 
in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  the  first  day  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"Section  1.  No  policeman  or  fireman  shall  be  dismissed  without 
his  written  consent  except  by  the  decision  of  a  court  either  of  trial 
or  of  inquiry,  duly  determined  and  certified  in  writing  to  the 
mayor,  which  court  shall  be  composed  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
police  or  fire  force  equal  or  superior  in  official  position  therein 
to  the  accused.  Such  decision  shall  only  be  determined  by  trial 
of  charges  with  plain  specifications  made  or  lodged  with  the  di- 
rector of  the  department  of  public  safety,  of  which  trial  the  accused 
shall  have  due  notice,  and  at  which  he  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
present  in  person.  The  persons  composing  such  court  shall  be 
appointed  and  sworn  by  the  director  of  the  department  of  public 
safety  to  perform  their  duties  impartially  and  without  fear  or 
favor,  and  the  person  of  highest  rank  in  such  court  shall  have  the 
same  authority  to  issue  and  enforce  process  to  secure  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses  and  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  as  is  pos- 
sessed by  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  this  Commonwealth,"  shall 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  policeman  or  fireman  shall  be  dismissed  without 
his  written  consent  except  by  the  decision  of  a  court  either  of 
trial  or  of  inquiry,  of  which  decision  notice  shall  be  given  in  writ- 
ing to  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety,  which  court 
shall  be  composed  of  persons  belonging  to  the  police  or  fire  force 
equal  or  superior  in  official  position  therein  to  the  accused.  Such 
decision  shall  only  be  determined  by  trial  of  charges  with  plain 
specifications  made  by  or  lodged  with  the  director  of  the  depart- 
ment of  public  safety,  of  which  trial  the  accused  shall  have  due 
notice,  and  at  which  he  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  in  per- 
son. The  persons  composing  such  court  shall  be  appointed  and 
sworn  by  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety  to  per- 
form their  duties  impartially  and  without  fear  or  favor,  and  the 
person  of  highest  rank  in  such  court  shall  have  the  same  authority 
to  issue  and  enforce  process  to  secure  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  as  is  possessed  by  any  justice 
of  the  peace  in  this  Commonwealth. 
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Section  2.  That  so  much  of  section  one,  article  three,  of  said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  finding  of  the  court  of  trial  or  inquiry  as  afore- 
said shall  be  of  no  effect  until  approved  by  the  mayor,"  shall  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  finding  of  the  court  of  trial  or  inquiry  as  afore- 
said shall  be  of  no  effect  until  approved  by  the  director  of  the  de- 
partment of  public  safety. 

Section  3.  That  so  much  of  section  one,  article  twelve,  of  said 
act  which  reads  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  XII. 
"Appointment  of  Departmental  Officers,  Clerks  and  Employes. 

"Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  nominate  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  select  council  appoint  the  following  officers, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the  appointing 
mayor  was  elected  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  respectively 
appointed  and  qualified: 

"1.  The  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety. 

"2.  The  director  of  the  department  of  public  works," 
shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety  and 
the  director  of  the  department  of  public  works  shall  be  elected  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  select  and  common 
councils  of  said  cities  in  joint  session  for  a  term  of  three  years 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  respectively  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  of  the  select  and  common  councils  in  said  cities  in 
joint  session. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  first  Monday 
of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven. 

All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

"An  act  making  appropriations  to  the  Eastern  State  Penitentiary. 

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repr<?- 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same  that 
the  following  sums  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  Eastern  State 
Penitentiary  for  the  two  fiscal  years  beginning  June  first,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  five,  for  the  following  purposes  namely: 

For  salaries  of  officers  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  provided,  that  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day^s 
labor  and  any  deficiency  in  salaries  caused  by  this  proviso  may  be 
paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  said  penitentiary. 

For  repairs  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  (f5,000)  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necesssary. 

For  library  books  and  stationary  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars." 

For  each  discharged  convict  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia  or  whose 
residence  is  within  fifty  miles  thereof  the  sum  of  five  dollars  (|5), 
and  for  each  discharged  convict  whose  residence  is  more  than  fifty 
miles  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  (flO). 

For  carpenter,  blacksmith  and  pipe  shop  the  sum  of  seven  thou- 
sand dollars  (|7,000)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  new  doors  and  locks  for  the  balance  of  the  third  block  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  (|5(K))  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  new  sidewalks  on  Corinthian  avenue  from  Fairmount  avenue 
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to  Brown  street  and  on  Brown  street  from  Corinthian  avenue  to 
Twenty -second  street  the  sum  of  four  thousand  seven  hundred  dol 
lars  (14,700.00)  or  »o  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  new  iron  bedsteads  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  (|1,000) 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  renewing  the  drainage  system  and  installing  sanitary  plumb- 
ing in  cells  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  (f  15,000)  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. '^

Gentlemen:  I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  Senate  bill 
No.  210,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  railroads  under  lease,  and 
saving  their  charters  and  franchises  from  forfeiture  or  impairment 
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in  ease  of  failure  of  their  lessees  to  maintain  and  operate  any 
portion  of  their  lines." 

This  bill  provides  "that  whenever  any  railroad  belonging  to  a 
company  organized  under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  Com- 
monwealth is  under  lease  to  another  railroad  company  no  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  maintain  or  operate  any  portion  of  said 
railroad  shall  work  a  forfeiture  or  any  impairment  of  the  char- 
tered rights  or  franchises  of  the  lessor,  provided  that  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  passenger  railway  companies."  The  act  of  19th 
February,  1849,  section  nineteen,  provides  that  "if,  after  completion, 
the  said  railroad  shall  be  suffered  to  go  into  decay  and  be  impass- 
able for  the  term  of  two  years,  then  their  charter  shall  be  null 
and  void."  In  most  special  acts  of  Assembly  creating  charters  for 
the  construction  of  railroads,  there  are  similar  provisions.  A 
charter  is  in  the  nature  of  a  contract  between  the  State  and  the 
company  which  is  so  incorporated.  It  is  quite  clear  that  no  failure 
upon  the  part  of  the  lessee  of  the  corporation,  which  is  no  party 
to  the  contract,  can  in  any  way  affect  such  contract.  The  forfeiture, 
if  it  arose,  would  be  the  consequence  of  the  failure  upon  the  part 
of  the  lessor,  the  corporation,  and  not  of  the  lessee.  No  doubt  in 
most  cases  covenants  are  introduced  into  the  lease  to  protect  the 
lessor  against  the  consequences  of  neglect  or  failure  upon  the  part 
of  the  lessee.  With  these  covenants,  however,  the  State  has  noth- 
ing to  do.  Apart  from  this  technical  view  of  the  bill,  which  would 
make  the  legislation  unnecessary,  the  propriety  of  the  policy  of 
the  bill  may  well  be  questioned.  Since  a  large  proportion  of  the 
railroads  constructed  are  no  longer  in  the  possession  of  the  original 
companies,  but  have  been  leased  to  greater  corporations,  the  result 
would  be  in  this  indirect  manner  to  repeal  all  the  laws,  or  most  of 
them,  both  general  and  special,  which  provide  for  a  forfeiture  in 
case  of  the  abandonment  of  the  road.  As  a  general  thing  railroads 
when  constructed  extend  through  a  considerable  section  of  the 
country,  their  presence  is  an  inconvenience  to  other  land  owners, 
and  the  law  which  jjrovides  that  when  abandoned  their  charters 
shall  be  forfeited  seems  to  be  wise.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT. 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  accept  the  grant  of  public  lands 
by  the  United  States  for  the  endowment  of  agricultural  colleges," 
approved  April  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
and  making  appropriations  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  accepting  the  pro- 
visions and  conditions  of  said  act  of  Congress,  and  pledging  the 
faith  of  the  State  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  the  following  sums 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  are  hereby  spe- 
cifically appropriated  for  the  two  fiscal  years  beginning  June  first, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  to  the  trustees  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  for  the  following  purposes,  namely: 

For  desks,  chairs,  settees,  blackboards,  maps,  cases  and  other 
furnishings  of  class  rooms  and  laboratories,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
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For  fuel,  beating,  lightiug  and  power,  the  sum  of  thirty-four 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  repairs  and  maintenance  of  buildings,  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  electric  light  and  water  supply,  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  general  maintenance  and  improvement  of  steam  plant,  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary. 

For  insurance  now  due  and  falling  due  in  the  fiscal  years,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  and  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
six,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
and  thirty-three  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  including  addi- 
tions to  the  chemical  museum,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Mining  Engineering,  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering, 
including  equipment  for  its  shops  and  laboratories,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering, 
including  equipment  for  shops  and  testing  laboratories,  the  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Civil,  Hydraulic  and 
Sanitary  Engineering,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Biology,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  botanical  and  horticultural  laboratories, 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  the  Military  Department,  including  appli- 
ances for  the  better  care  of  United  States  property,  arms  and 
accoutrements,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary. 

For  maintenance  of  library  and  reading  room,  including  salaries 
of  librarian  and  assistants,  and  thr  purchase  of  books  and  periodi- 
cals, the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary. 

For  the  purchase  of  additional  machinery  and  equipment  for 
the  Department  of  Civil,  Electrical,  Mechanical  and  Mining  Engi- 
neering and  for  other  apparatus  and  equipment  in  the  several 
departments,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  two  fire  escapes  on  the  chemical  building,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary. 

For  deficiency  in  fuel  account  for  the  years  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  five,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
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For  maintonaiico  of  the  Department  of  physics  and  the  purchase 
of  additional  iHiuipmeut,  tlio  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  improvement  of  power  house,  including  repiping,  replacing 
and  re-arrangement  of  stokers,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  improving  the  electrical  distribution  system,  enlarging  mains, 
etc.,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary.

AN  ACT. 

Regulating  proceedings  to  widen,  straighten,  alter  or  change 
and  vacate  roads  or  parts  thereof  in  townships  of  this  Common- 
wealth, the  number  of  viewers,  their  duties,  how  paid,  and  by  whom* 
the  assessment  of  damages,  and  their  payment  to  persons  injured, 
providing  for  reviews  and  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
to  those  aggrieved  in  the  assessment  of  damages,  and  repealing 
all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  whether  local  or  general,  inconsistent 
herewith. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonw^ealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  in  all  cases  where  public  roads,  whether  laid  out  according 
to  law  or  in  any  other  way,  became  a  public  road  or  parts  thereof, 
in  townships  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  have  become  inconvenient, 
insufficient,  burdensome  or  useless,  and  shall  require  widening, 
staightening,  altering  or  changing  and  vacating,  or  either  widening, 
straightening,  altering  or  changing  or  vacating  in  order  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  public  travel  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
every  county  of  the  Commonwealth  on  being  petitioned  to  grant 
a  view  to  widen,  straighten,  alter  or  change  and  vacate  the  wholg 
or  such  part  or  parts  as  may  be  rendered  or  considered  useless,  or 
either  widen,  straighten,  alter  or  change  or  vacate  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  any  road  within  the  respective  county  shall  have  power 
and  are  hereby  required  in  open  court  to  appoint  as  often  as  may 
be  needed  three  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  surveyor,  to  view 
the  said  road  or  parts  of  road,  and  the  whole  number  of  persons  so 
appointed  shall  view  said  road  and  make  report,  in  which  a  majority 
concur  of  their  proceedings  to  the  respecfive  court  at  the  nexf 
term  thereof." 

Section  2.  That  all  viewers  or  reviewers  appointed  as  aforesaid 
stall,  before  they  proceed  to  view,  respectively  make  oath  or 
affirmation  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  appointment  impartially 
and  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  which  oath  may  be  ad- 
ministered to  them  by  any  magistrate  of  the  respi^ctive  county  or 
by  one  of  their  number,  nor  shall  fhey  proceed  to  view  until  after

notice  shall  have  been  given  to  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
respective  county  and  to  the  township  supervisors  of  the  town- 
ship or  townships  through  which  said  road  passes,  and  shall  have 
given  public  notice  by  at  least  five  advertisements,  posted  up  in  con- 
spicuous places  along  said  road  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
for  the  purposes  of  their  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  such 
meeting. 

Section  3.  The  persons  appointed  viewers  or  reviewers  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  shall  view  the  road,  and  if  they  agree  that  said 
road  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof  has  become  inconvenient,  insuffi- 
cient, burdensome  or  useless,  and  therefore  requires  widening, 
straightening,  altering  or  changing  and  vacating,  the  same  or  such 
part  or  parts  as  may  be  rendered  or  considered  useless  shall  proceed 
to  lay  out  such  widened,  straightened,  altered  or  changed  road,  and 
TO  vacate  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  rendered  or  considered  useless; 
it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  aforesaid  viewers  to  endeavor  to  pro- 
cure from  the  persons  through  wEose  lands  such  road  passes  re- 
leases for  all  claims  of  damages  that  might  arise  from  such  widen- 
ing, straightening,  altering  or  changing  of  said  road  or  parts  thereof, 
and  in  every  case  where  said  viewers  shall  fail  to  procure  such 
releases,  and  it  shall  appear  to  them  that  any  damages  will  be  sus- 
tained, it  shall  be  their  duty  to  assess  the  damages,  taking  into 
consideration  the  benefits  arising  therefrom. 

Section  4.  The  viewers  or  reviewers  as  aforesaid  shall  make  re- 
port at  the  next  term  of  the  said  court,  in  which  a  majority  of 
them  concur,  and  in  said  report  shall  state  particularly:  first,  who 
of  them  were  present  at  the  view;  second,  whether  they  were  sev- 
erally sworn  or  affirmed;  third,  whether  said  road  or  any  part  or 
parts  thereof  should  be  widened,  straightened,  altered  or  changed 
or  vacated  in  order  to  accommodate  public  travel  thereon.  Said 
report  if  favorable  to  the  petitioners  shall  contain  a  recommenda- 
tion as  to  the  width  of  said  road  and  also  their  assessment  of  the 
damages  sustained  as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  act,  together 
with  all  releases  obtained.  Said  report  shall  also  have  annexed 
thereto  and  become  a  part  thereof  a  plot  or  draft  thereof,  stating 
the  courses  and  distance,  and  noting  the  location  of  communicating 
roads,  bridges  and  the  improvements  within  fifty  feet  of  said  road, 
and  whenever  practicable  the  viewers  shall  lay  out  the  said  road 
at  an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees. 

Section  5.  If  the  court  shall  approve  of  the  report  of  the  viewers 
they  shall  direct  of  what  width  the  road  so  approved  shall  be 
made,  but  the  width  so  fixed  shall  not  exceed  sixty  feet,  and  at 
the  next  court  thereafter  the  whole  proceedings  shall  be  entered  on 
record,  and  thenceforth  such  road  shall  be  taken,  deemed  and 
allowed  to  be  a  lawful  public  road  or  highway,  and  shall  as  soon 
as  practicable  be  effectually  opened. 

Section  6.  If  the  report  of  the  viewers  appointed  as  provided  in 
this  act  be  approved  by  the  court  the  amount  of  damages  awarded, 
together  with  the  court  and- record  costs  arising  out  of  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  out  of  the  county 
moneys  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto:  Provided,  however.  That 
the  bill  of  the  viewers  for  their  services  as  viewers  shall  be  paid 
by  the  petitioners,  two  of  said  viewers  to  receive  two  dollars  per 
day,  and  the  surveyor  four  dollars  per  day  for  their  services.

Section  7.  Public  roads  upon  and  along  a  line  which  divides  two 
adjoining  counties  may  Be  widened,  straightened,  altered  or  changed 
and  vacated  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act  in  the  case  of 
other  roads,  except  that  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  each  of 
the  said  counties  shall  appoint  three  viewers,  and  that  a  report  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  made  to  the  said  courts  respectively,  and  that  the 
said  courts  shall  otherwise  have  and  exercise  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion therein,  and  the  damages  arising  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by 
the  counties  jointly  in  equal  amounts.

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  report  of  the  viewers  in 
the  assessment  of  damages  as  provided  in  this  act  may  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  and  have  a  trial  by  jury  on 
the  question  of  damages,  but  such  appeal  must  be  taken  within 
thirtv  davs  from  the  date  when  the  said  report  is  confirmed  abso- 
lutely  by  the  court. 

Section  10.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  whether  private,  special, 
local  or  general,  inconsistent  with  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
be  construed  to  repeal  any  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved
